Finance. 

Our Balance Sheet for the year 1896, in respect of the orininal 
Endowment (Table X. infra), shows a surplus of £6,845 iia 7^ 
(including a sum of £1,083 6s. 8d, Income Tax, to be refunded by 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue), of which £2,713 gs. ‘>d 
IS balui ICC in respect of the year 1895. 

The Local Taxation Account (see Table XT.) shows that the 
Receipts under the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act 
and as interest on securities, amounted to £49,709 Os. lid., and 
that the Expenditure from that account on Results Fees and 
Exhibitions for 1S9G wa.s £54,734 12s. lOd., the excess of 
Expenditure over Income, £5,025 ll.s, lid., having been met 
from the amount held in reserve from previous years. 

Taking both Accounts into consideration, our total Expenditure 
in 1896 has exceeded our Income from all sources in that year by 
£893 8s. 6d., to which are to bo added liabilities estimated at 
£350. 

The period for which interest at 3J- per cent, payable by the 
Land Commission and guaranteed by the Treasury on our 
original Endowment of £1,000,000 sterling- expired in February 
in the present year, and negociations with the Land Commission 
have resulted in the renewal of their debt to the Board for ten 
years, at 2f per cent, interest, guaranteed by the Treasury. The 
income from our original Endowment will, consequently, be 
diminished by the sum of £5,000 per annum. 

Education. 

The conditions of passing the Examination generally were 
identical with those in force in 1S95, except that the subject 
“Elementary Mechanics'” has been removed from the Prngrfunme 
for Boys in the Senior Grade. 
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ThB per-centages of Students of tlie prescribed ages examined 
in the different Grades who Passed were, compared with the per-

A number of other students, as in previous years, who did not 
aim at obtaining Commercial Certificates, availed themselves of 
the opportunity of presenting themselves for examination 
in certain of the Commercial subjects. 

Detailed information respecting the answering of students, 
Boys and Girls, in the different subjects will be found in the 
Reports of the Examiners (Appendix III.), copies of which wmre 
transmitted to all Managers of Schools in Ireland to whom 
Results Fees were paid in 1896.

REPORTS OF THE EXAMINERS, 1896. 



GREEK. 

Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of C. H. Keene, m.a. 

The translation of the prescribed book (Iliad II.) was very well done. 
As to the subject-matter, very few candidates gave the names of the 
Athenian and Arcadian leaders, but the more important question — a.^ 
to Homeric similes* — was well answered. The parsing of Homeric 
forms was not very satisfactory. 

The answering in Grammar was, on the whole, good, though fewer 
candidates than might have been expected got full marks in the questions 
on the inflexion of nouns, adjectives, and verbs. 

The composition was in moat cases vei*y poor, but to tliis general rule 
there were a few exceptions. 



Senior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of John I, Beare, u.a. 

The answering on this paper was, as a whole, good. The passages 
from the He Falsa Legatioue were in many instances translated not onl;y 
coiTectly, but also in vigorous rlietorical style. The “ sight passage " 
from Demosthenes was also vvell rendered by a large proportion oE the 
candidates. The questions on Greek History and Gnunniar, as well as 
those relating to tlie subject-matter of the prescribed works, were 
satisfactorily answered by most candidates ) by some indeed with 
admirable fulness and accuracy. Those, however, on Greek Literature 
8'nd Art were less successfully treated. When, in answer to a question 
rc.'ipecting the Hiskobolus,” an exannner is informed that this work 
“represented Niobe being bound to a wild bull” ; or when, in another 
case, he learns that “the Laocoon was a gi'oup consisting of three 
persons and a bull," — he cannot form a favourable opinion of the way 
which Greek Art is dealt with in some school classes. Answers of 
thK sort were, however, not infrequent. In literature, many of the 
Btudents seemed at a loss to understand the difference between tragedy 
Rnd comedy, while a very great number were unable to distinguish the 
Dames of the principal tragic from those of the leading comic poets. 
Ihe following answers may be taken as typical of a large class : 
The chief writers of old comedy were Themis, Aeschylus, Pindar, and 

comparisons are used by Homer to illustrate the mustering of the Greek 
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SopUoolea ” ; and “ Aeacliylua may be said to have been the real inven- 
tor of comedy; Ariomarchus (sic), who wrote ‘Bees,' ‘ Eeclesiazusae,' ifcc., 
belongs to the Old Comedy." Such answering is distinctly unworthy 
of candidates in the Senior Grade. 

The “ .sight passage ’’ set from Homer was, as a rule, very poorly 
translated ; but most remarhahlo in the attempted renderings of it was 
the apparent complacency with which many candidates wrote down 
' blank nonsense. The following !ine.s fared badly in this process : — 
Mspov S' Uraii St/rrSv^ ott’ avrov S’ al[ia Ks\ttiv6v 
ViC DiJan Xiapy, 

which was rendered by one student : — “ I have slain the angary of the 
fates, and from this black blood flows, mingled with oily water ” ; and 
by another — “ But the reward in turn is equal and from it the hollow 
hammock flows with crystal water.” Students so advanced must be 
aware that this is mere nonsense ; and they ought to be taught that 
nonsense slioiild not be pr-esented as a translation, or jKirt of a trans- 
lation, from Homer. Vei-sious of this kind reflect discredit on a paj)er 
which, in other respects, may oxliibit considerable merit. 



Middle Grade. — Eiubt Pame.' — Boys and Girls. 

Report of 0. H. Keene, m.a. 

The answering on this paper, which dealt with Grammar, Composition, 
and the appointed portion of Plato, showed a careful preparation of 
both the text and the subject matter ot the prescribed work {Grito and 
part of Pkaetlo). The answering in Grammar wa-s, on tlie whole, good, 
and in some raises ei’en unnecessarily full. The Cmnpasition was .also 
fairly satisfactory, though a good many of the candidates did not know 
the Greek of some common words — such as “ to learn,” and “ sailor," 
for the latter of which several clumsy periphrases were used. 



Middle Grade — Second Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Hugh A. M'JSTeill, b.a. 

The paper included questions on the Alcestis, translation at sight, and 
Grecian History. It is hardly enough to say the general answering 
was good. Clearly none but tlio' better boys puiuiie the study of Greek 
so far. There are hut few instances of that unfortunate system under 
which the students derive Gieir acquaintance with an author more from 
an English vereion than from the actual text. Consequently, as might 
be expected, the attempts at rendering the passages for translation at 
sight are very satisfactory. The majority would have scored still higher 
marks on the prose passage had they been more familiar with the force 
of the Greek particles. Pew appear to know that yi has any other 
meaning than “ indeed ” or “ at least,” and accordingly the remainder 
of the clause is also misiinderetood. 

The structure ot the lambic ti'imoter was very well known, but many 
candidates, not content with supplying the scheme as required by the 
question (“ write a scheme of the lamhio trimeter wrote pages of 
discussion and amplification, extending as far in one instance as an 
accurate exposition of Person’s celebrnted canon. A similar example 
of energy misspent occurred in the answering of one question upon the 
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History : " Mof account, with dates, of the civcamstanoes 

which led to the Athenian exj^edition to Sicily, and show how its failure 
affected the Atlienian Empire.” Quite one-half of the students gave 
minute details of the hostilities in Sicily, beginning witli the landing 
of the Athenians, and ending with the consignment of the prisoners to 
the stone quarnes--iuatter entirely outside the scope of the question. 
On the part of oamlidates, a little more attention is needed to the proper 
limits of the an.swer they are expected to give, as some excellent students 
devoted a great deal of- time to work to which no marks could be 
assigned. Taken as a whole, however, they showed that tliey had 
received the benefit of instruction in Greek of a really high order. 

The answering of tlie girls in the Middle Grade, as reg.ards both style 
and soholarshii), deserves tiio highest praise. Among their papers 
oocun-ed the best version I met of tlie " passage at sight " from Euripides, 
given by a student who idso showed an iuttdligent grasp of the pre- 
scribed period of Grocian History, wbioli would do no little credit to a 
TJnivei'sity graduate. It is a pleasure to have to commend such work. 



JuNiOE Ghade. — Fikst Pavee, — Bors asd Girls. 

Report of Charles E. Doyle, m.a. 

This paper oomiirised Grammar, translation of Buglish sentences into 
Greek, and examination in ijrescribecl portions of Xcnoplion. 

Tlie answering in Grammar was on tho whole good, but in many 
cases mistakes wore made which a llltlo thought would have prevented, 
e.j., tlio introduction of dill'creut tenuiuations for the nominative, 
aociisative and vocative of lumter iioims and adjectives, and the eon- 
fusion of passive and uiiddlo forms. Eurthci', many candidates who 
answered tho (Jvaimuav (piestions correctly, made a very feeble attempt 
at translation from EnglLsli into Greek, showing that they did not 
appreciate the utility of the study of Grammar, and were satislied with 
merely learning it by heart. 

The rendering of the jircscribed author was very well done, but the 
versions showed a similarity of diction which suggested the prevalent 
use of translations. In some cases it would appear as if the camlidates 
had committed the translation to memory, as they translated sentences 
not set on tho jiapor at all. 

Tho girl candidates in Greek were not many in number, but were 
almost without e.xception of a high degree of merit. Their answering 
was done with clearness and precision, and their ooiniiositions, though 
not so good as tlio.se uf some among the boy candidates, were well 
above the average of the latter. 



JuHioit Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of John I. Beark, m.a. 

The misspelling of jiroper names — oven in transcribing those printed 
clearly in the oxaminatioii paper — is a noticeable feature in the 
ausw-ering of students in this grade. Tlie name “ Charon" (which 
occurred in otio uf tlie \iassagos set for translation) was spelled as 
“Caron," " Cheiron,” “ Ohairou," itc., by students who, in some respects, 
shewed considerable prohcioncy, and whoso versions were, as far as the 
sense went, ■ substantially correct. Some spelled the name of their 
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author ^‘Lusian/’ instead of Lucian.” Other proper names fared 
likewise. This is a sordid faultj which utterly disfigures a student's 
work, and indicates sojiiethiug gravely wrong with liis education. What 
its cause may be is uncertain. That it is not due merely to personal 
idiosyncrasy is ]iroved by the frequency of its occurrence, the mis- 
spelling of “ Charon,” for example, having been the rule not the 
exception. It appears to arise from the habit of hasty reading 
and disregard of accuracy, prompted by the wish to liasten as often 
as possible over the text, and thereby to commit it to memorv. Tliere 
is leason for believing that this evil of “ cram” besets the Preparatory 
and Junior Grades in a peculiar degree. Children of these ages lend 
themselves to it easily, their memory being strong while their judgment 
is comparatively weak. In their case natural and patient teaching is 
especially do.sirahle, and here, too, owing to the low intellectual habit it 
engenders, the practice of cramming does most harm. To this are due 
ey., thoughtless answers whicli inform the examiner that “WJioso 
drank of the river Lethe forgot their future life and all that had 
occurred in it," or which, in a biograplncal acconut of Cimon, confuse his 
name with that of “Cleon ” and sot forth tlie facts, or some of tlie facts, 
of the lives of Cleon and Oiinon in aUcvjiatc sentences, unconsciously 
interweaving the historical circumstaucee of hoth into a tissue which 
taken as a whole, is exquisitely thtuig]\ absurdly amusing. It begins 
“ Cimon was the son of Milbiades, and lie was a tanner. He was a 
very noble and high-souled man. He had the glory of rescuing the 
troops shut up in the island,” iSic., &c. This seems to be the outcome 
of busty and uumethodioal teaching. 

Ihe answering in grammar in this grade was bad, the prevailing 
opinion respecting drdyMj having been that it is a verb in the subjunctive 
mood, while scarcely iivo percent, of the caudiclates entertained a just 
notion of 

The answering in history was, on the contrary, in a large proportion 
cf cases exceedingly good. 

Students so young cannot be expected to have rn.ide much progress in 
Gi’eek, and are seldom found to do even the cusicHt “ sight passage" 
well. It is, therefore, not .surprising tliat very few got high marks for 
their attempts at a version of the passage of Xenophon here set for 
translation, Tliere wore, however, a few whoso elforts were very 
creditable. 



Preparatory Graee. — First Paper. — Bo\s akd Girls. 

Rnpoi-t of Hugh A. M'Heill, r.a. 

The answering in grammar was for the most part good. The verb 
appears to be an especially strong point with most of these students. It 
was no uncommon experience to tiiul a candidate getting almost full 
marks for the conjugation of irregular verbs, and yet utterly unable to 
decline ttoXuc (in many instances regarded as the Greek for “a 
city.”) There were ngain numerous cases of excellent answering in 
grammar accomiiauied by a composition almost valueless. Special 
attention must be di*awu to the weakness of the Greek vocabulary at the 
command of these students. Hundreds of cases occur where, for words so 
common as month,” “ many,” “was,” “ queen," “ year,” tlic English, the 
Latin, and even the French equi^■alent is simply translated into Greek 
characters. 

Of the three girls in this grade who presented theinselvea for ex- 
amination in Greek, all passed, and two received very creditable marks, 
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PnEPAEATOBV Gkade.— Second Papeb.—Eoys and Giels, 
Report of John I. Beaee, jj.a. 

Here, as in otlier cases, tlio m-do teat liaa been of the greatest use to 
the Examiner. Most Candiilates had by rote a correct translation of 
the prescribed passages and sentences. Only a slight but signi6cant 
slip, e.g., the misplacement of a clausa or epithet, was ocoasionjilly there 
to arouse suspicion that all "w .as not well. The “ word for word ” version, 
which seems impossible for those who have not an honest knowledge of 
the work, often su[>plies the only real discriminant between the candidates 
who deserve good marks for translation and those who deserve none. 
In contrast with the [inrrot versions of some students any genuine effort 
at construing deserves respect. Among the sentences set on this paper 
for translation at sight, was the following tv ye ra7j eh/rpw^iaic 
aujipovtiv twicrdpevoc, tv toTj Seirolf titiapiri'ic tSvvaro tlvat, which was 
rendered : — “ Knowing how to be jiriident among thriving women, he 
could not be oonrageou.s among clever men.” Making abatement for the 
negative, which to tbo student’s mind the general sentiment doubtless 
seemed to require, this translation gives evidence of much study. The 
meaning assigned to flTrpafiaic may excite a snide, but not altogether 
of contempt. It imiilies mental reference by the writer to the inttexion 
and composition of the Greek noun, with its analogy to tJ irparTtiv. 
All such attempts, however feeble, deserve respect, and are, at least, 
worthy of higher marks than smooth versions written from memory. The 
proportion of candidates who did the sight passage.s well was, however, 
very small. This of course was to have been expected in tire Preparatory 
Grade. The easy question as to the works of Xenophon which treat 
of Greek life was answered by almost all the students. The answering 
in History was — considering what one can expect fi-om students of this 
age— very fair. They wei'e able to enumerate dates and names well. 
But some of the answers ineline one to agree with J. S. Mill, that 
history is not a subject wbicli can bo studied witlr much proM by 
children. When, in aiisworing a question as to the battles fought during 
the Persian wars, a student commences with “ the battle of Tarqninius, 
fought on land," and ends with “ the battle of the Baltic, fought on 
sea”; or when another, answering a question respecting Solon’s classifi- 
cation of the A thenians, sy^eiks of “tire Petrtitcoslouredrmni, mhich 
inermted the Senate from 400 to 500,” the effect left on the mind of 
the Examiner is one of sadness, to think of all tire labour spent by 
teacher and prrpil to produce such utter confirsion as this, Olrildreu 
cannot quite realise the natrrre of history. They cair remember irames 
and dates; but canuot present to thought or imagination the^ events 
and men of by-gone ages, much less understand the connexion of the 
events or the motives of the men.

I examined tire Senior Grade candidates in Latin, First Paper. 
included Grammar, Composition, and, as prescribed books, Horace, Odes, 
Book I. ; and the Ai-s Poetrea.

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The candidates were as a rule very carefully prepared, and the Latin 
proiie sent in was of a high avemge merit. The prescribed book was 
evidently well-known by the large majority of candidates. 

I was not so much struck l>y the correctness of the auswerinw in 
gi-aumuir. Latin verse writing is still generally neglected. 



SiJNion Gradis. — SiicoND Paper. — Bora. 

Report of Philip Sandford, ji.a. 

This paper comprised two passages from the prescribed work, Livy, 
Book III.; questions on that l»ook ; two passages (one from Livy and one 
from the Odes of Horace) for translution at sight j and questions on 
Roman History, Literature and Art. There were comparatively few 
complete failui-cn, except amongst the “ over-ugo '' candidates, and a good 
many very fair papers. Out of the 250 examined some fifty were 
excellent, iiml of these about fifteen it was a real. pleasure to read. Thev 
showed a thorough gi-asp of tlio Latin and a successful effort to express 
tho meaning In tasteful and forcible English. The writers of these ])upei*a 
and their teachers arc alike to be congratulated, audit is gratifying that 
the Intermediate Examinations have educed scholarship of such a high 
standard. 

Tho pi‘e.«5Ciibed book (Livy, III., 1-1:3), was, as usual, very carefully 
prepared, but inauy papers showed that it has been made too much of 
an end in itself, instead of a means to acquire a knowledge of Latin and 
to train various powers of mind. Much time was wasted over 
translutious. The translation used by sevend of the students gave the 
rendeving of a text difibreut from that set ; and where a senior student 
put down *‘or his partisans ” as a traiislaticjii of ant soli (without 
noticing that his translator or editor read ant ifooii), he of course lost 
thereby. Again the tnaishitioii helped them to glide over the not 
very obvious cunstructiona in the second passage (Livy, III., 40), 
Se mirari .... (pdd ita dlsconhas serant nisi, .... "and 
sihi placerc de eo qnod . . . inshiulent . . . sencLtu disceptanti 

agi" and consequently the slightest slij> of memory proved disastrous. 
Thrown on his own resources a hoy, accustomed to use a “crib," 
translated quod “ because,” and wiindered back into the translation, 
ignoring the broken connexion and the nonsense he was writing. Why 
too ohoidd so many render qu^rpe qiio {nomine) by “forsooth" — a word 
they never use and seldom if ever hear or read I These remarks are 
intended as a discouragement to those — evidently too many — who fancy 
that learning translations by rote can be a royal road to scholarship. 

The subsidiary questions were fairly answered, and showed the results 
of good teaching and good text-books. 

Of the “ sight ” passages, the Livy was generally very creditably 
clone, excejit by the translation-pampered lads who i*endered stcundum 
“ favourable," “ collected,” quod mt^iqiLam idias “because 

always others." 

An astonishingly largo number failed in “ redimendi se captivis 
copam/ac/?rc," candidates .allowing themselves to put clown what they 
knew must he wrong, “ made resources by redeeming the captives." 

In the passage from Horace tJie marking was lenient but generally 
low. A few stiuU'nLs nuulo brilliant and fairly successful effbits 
at “ bottoming." But the majority ]n'odiiCL*d lamentable, if soiup- 
times amusing, nonsense. They seemed to forget that the MKUnit 
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wrote sense, auil that -wliat is absurd cannot possibly bo correct. “What 
notiou of Horace can a boy li.ave ivlio thinks it possible he intended, 
■when he wrote “ Airis ut ilesj, &.a." anything remotely resembling, “ as 
a banished barber, shaved as to his black brow by the cruel birds " ? 

I would respectfully suggest to teachers and learners to make the 
prepaiation of each lesson in the first instance an exercise in translation 
at sight. The learner should try what he can make of the passage 
without any help. After a little steady perseverance in this he will be- 
gin to find notes and other more questionable assistance to be less and 
less necessary, until lie will have to be encouraged to read good notes for. 
illustration and .additional light on dilliGultii!.s. 

The History and oh.aptor.s on Literature and Art seem to have been 
carefully and intulligeutly studied. Candidates should save themselves 
profitless labour .and time by seeing the exact lorce of each cjuestion. 
Many, when .asked about tlie Roman i:oin, the “As,” gave its fraction.il 
parts, but said nothing about its weight or v.alue. 

The .good writing, correct spelling, and general neatness and pre- 
cision which characterised neurly all the papers were most commend- 
able, and must I think be attiihuted to training received by ihe 
students in the earlier grades of the Intermediate Examinations. 



Senior Grade.— Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of Rev. J. B. Aruodh, m.a. 

Fifty girls wero examined in the Senior Grade — Latin (48 -I- 2 over-age). 
There were very few failnre.s. Tlio answering in all the parts was very 
good. The proportion of really good papers was perhaps higher than 
at any other examination in which I have taken part. The translation 
was generally not only accurate but readable, and the history and 
literature questions were very fairly answered. There were a few very 
strange blunders in the tran.slation of the (unseen) verse passage, but it 
was generally attempted, and, on the whole, successfully. The trans- 
lation of the prose passage (unseen) was, on the part of the greater 
number, very good. 



Middle Grade. — First Paper. — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of Arthur Palmer, m.a. 

I examined the Middle Grade candidates’ first paper. This included 
grammar, composition, and, as a set book, selected liclogues of Virgil. 

The candidates were as a rule very well ))repawd. Composition is 
evidently much taught at the schools, ami I had no difficulty in finding 
many candidates deserving of prizes, but found considerable difficulty in 
deciding between them. 

The set book was as a rule thoroughly known by the cfimlidates. 

All round, the prejiaration was evidently made more thorough than 
when I last examined, four years ago. 

The only candidates who show a high percentage of failures, are the 
candidft^,flSif{p?,gq„„, 
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Middle Grade. — Second Papeb. — Boys. 

Reixiit ot J. B. Armour, m.a. 

Six hundred and twenty-six papers were examined in the Middle 
Grade (.^91 + 35 over-age). The answering of these 625 students waa 
good, aa a whole. The translation of the book prescribed (Cicero, de 
Amicilia) was accurate ; the questions on history were generally tersely 
answered. The weakest part of the papera was the parsing of the words 
selected for parsing, and a large number seemed to have a very hazy 
view of the requirements and limits of Prieud.sliip as stated by Cicero 
(Question i). Tlie prose passage for tninslation at sight was very well 
done by the majority, and though there wore a few phrases iii the 
verse passage (unseen) misunderstood by a proportion of the candidates 
yet it was rendered in ii way which proves that the teaching in the 
schools is sound. The ausworing all round was satisfactory, and in a 
large number of paiiers excellent. 



Second Paper. — Gibls. 

Keport of J. B. Aiimoob, m.a. 

One hundred and two girls sent in papers on the Middle Grade, Latin. 
The percentage of failures in this paper was not more than G per cent., 
and about 70 per cent, gtiincd honour maiks. What I have staled 
about the hoys’ papers is equally true of the girls’. The answering was 
of such a kind as to indicate great industry on the part of the pupils, 
and sound teaching in the schools. The proportion of papers of high 
merit was probably a litt.lo higher in the case of the boys, but in 
accuracy and knowledge of Latin, tlio answering of the girls was little, 
if anything, behind that of the boys. 



Junior Grade. — First Paper. —Bovs. 

Report of Crarles P. Doyle, ji..a. ; 0. H. Keene, m.a. and 
H. E. Eutheuford, ll.d. 

We have examined tlio answers of candidates in the .Tunior Grade 
Latin, tirsc paper. The paper contained questions in gi-araniar, 
sentences for translation into Latin and passages from the prescribed 
portion of Pliny, with questions thereon. The answering in grammar 
was only fairly good, the inflection of “ praeceps" proving a general 
stumbling block, and the syntax questions being very imperfectly 
answered. The tramslation was well done, but the isolated words 
selected from the text were in many ca.ses not attempted at all, and when 
attempted, were frequently made the subject of random and IndiorouB 
guesses. The most noteworthy defioienoy was in prosody, very few of 
the candidatc.s maikiiig the required quantities with oven tolerable 
accuracy. Some few of the translations from English into Latin were 
extremely good, and tlio aver.age answering in this department of the 
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JuNion Ghade. — Second Papek. — Bots. 

Repoi’lj of Bov. Jeremiah Crowe aud Bov. Innocent Ryan, 

We are pleased to be able to report favom-ably of the answering, 
taken as a wliole, made by tho boys in this paper. 

The cases of erndlance were, perhaps, fewer tlian on more than one 
prerious occasion ; but there was a marked improvement in the general 

answering. 

As a rule, the prescribed author (Virgil) was accurately and well 
translated. There was unmistakable evidence that the majority of 
the bo3'3 understood the syntax of the text. There was, however, a 
nvunber of cases— a oomiiaratively small niimbor indeed — to illustrate 
the abuse that may be inado of printed translations. 

The questions arising out of the text wei-e very fairly answered. 
Questions o and 6, bairiiig oil the mrUfar of the book,* were but poorly 
answered in quite a iinmbor of iii.stanccs. 

In the scansion tiie last ]>ortion (c)* was missed by many of the 
pupils, the more general mistako being the making of a dissyllable of 
‘ quid.' 

The ' at sight’ translation was well done. The two pieces selected 
were simple, but they wero idiomatic; and the boys, as n rule, trans- 
lated them accurately and tastefully. Thora was one passage which 
frequently proved a trouble, viz. ; — 

quin Qccidit nna, 

Sarpodon, mea progenies. 

There was a rather goiumil dearth of accurate knowledge of the 
Roman History; and question lOJ was so very generally missed or 
poorly answered, as to force us to the coiiclusiou that there is a wide- 
spread necessity in the .schools to direct more attention to the teaching 
of geography in connection with history. 



JuNioii Grade. — Second Paper, — Girls. 

Report of Philip Sandford, m.a. 

The answering on the whole may bo regarded as sati.sfactory ; more 
than half the students obtained above 50 per cent., and a fair number 
reached a high standard of excellence. The prescribed book (Virgil, 
Aen. ii.) was carefully studied, and the answering gave evidence of good 
teaching and the use of good editions. Judging by these papers I 
should say that this iioeiii, taiiitht as it 1ms been in Irish girls’ 
schools during tho past year, mu.st have exercised a very valuable 
educative influence. While the use of translations was app.arent, some 
elfort to counteract the cidl of an unintelligent use of tliem was also 
apparent. We can now estimate tile edects of the reaction against the 
old system, in which all translations were tabooed. It was seen to be

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bad that a student should waste tiiviu iu trying to make out a passaf^e 
too hard for him or lier, or should surreptitLously have recoui-se to\ 

“ cog.” The permitted use of translations did away with these 
alternatives, hut it also did away with the bracing iuduence on the 
student's mind, wliich the etfovt to Riirraoimt the dilliculties with the 
aid of grammar and dictionary must have. The loss seems greater than 
the gain. It is not only a translation of a corbiin portion of the 
classics, however good, that is to he nequired, but the [lOwer of translat- 
ing. Jlesidcs, modern school books are so well and fully annotated 
that there seems to lie little excuse for the use of translations by junior 
Rt\idente. Seizing my ham! she restrained me «jid conlinv-ed 
{deu'tmcjue prc.heMsumcoiUinvif)d occuiTcd painfully often, and carries 
with it its own warning. Much time would in tho cud be saved if 
teachers, iuslead of sanctioning or encouraging transtatiun.s, would at the 
close of enrh lesson work out roughly the next in class, .showing the 
pupils ]>ow to loam, and .«o ubvial.iug the m^rc.ssity fur an assistance 
which produces results like, iliat quoted. This tun or too suggests that 
it may not be needless to reniiJHl stmlcnfcs that a TiJitiu wujrd can .seldom 
be vendevcul by its English derlvutivii, for the simple reason that tlie 
meaning of a word changes and develups ns time goes on. 

The ‘Pursing’ was fairly done: must students ve.menibered that it 
was not cnongli to give ca^^io, dative, tkc.,” without julding “governed 
\>y iUudp.rin." The answering in “Prosody” was scarcely satisfactory. 

I would caution students against a tendency to <l\voll on abnormalities 
to the neglectof e.ssimtials. Many more students failed to scan correctly 
tlie perfectly noniial fourth line set, Ilian to recognise the hypermetev 
in the preceding line. The “ tran.slatinu at sight” consisted of a 
little letter of Pliny's which was on tlie whole creditiihly rendered, 
and in some cases almost ]>crfoctly, and of a passiage from Aen. x. 
wliifh was not haudhid at all so successfully. If tlie candidates had 
learned to look on their Prosody as o. holi> instead of a burden, they 
would have avoided tho error of thinking that ocddlt iina. ^nvptdon 
implied that Sarpedon killed anyone, A fruitful source of error is the 
notion that Latin words have the same meaning as similar French words, 
“ Ti)i ‘soon,’ m ‘neithev’ ” disfigured several otherwise good papers. 

Tlie Histm^ was evidently carefully prepared, hut I think in most cases 
by afaulty luul uninteresting method. lu question 11, “Give the dates 
and results ol . . . ,” the correct dates were often given of the four 

battles, without any ‘results’, or with ‘Romans defeated,’ ‘Romans 
victorious ’ appended seemingly at random. But this question was also 
well answered by many, while very few made a tolerable attempt at the 
10th : ‘Draw an outline map of )Sicily, die.’ Some sought marks by 
ni\n\ing the battles fought in Sicily or off its coast, while othens sent in 
a rough circle with “ Trolia, OyiioRcephalac, Cartilage, Massinissa 
written amund. 

Geography is not an “additional subject,” but the intelligent use of a 
map is a great help to the study of history, and even without Note 4 
{on page D9 of the Programme)* it might have been expected that this 
method of rendering thui study more vivi<l and more iiit.crc3ting would 
not have been neglected. 

The general neatness^ of the papers and precision of the answering 
speaks well fur the cluu'acter of the teaohiug at most of the Irish schools 
for Girls.

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Prepahatoby Grade.— First Paper.— Boys 



Rcporb of Hugh A. M'Neill, b.a. 

On this paper sovoral boys obtained pvacticaily full marks in Grammar 
and a large number sent in really e.Ycellent specuneus of Compo.sifcion! 
None of these scoied ^iiite so high marks in the cjuestlons on Pliny. 
On tlie other hau<l, it is a remarkable fact that huiidrecls of boyr, who 
gave a finislied versimi of the prescribed author, show a very iiiciiirereiit 
knowledge of Grammar, many in fact failing to reach the pass standard 
in Grammar and Comiiosition. There is abundant evidence that these 
boys have simply oomiuittoil to luemury an Knglish translation of tho 
text, without any intelligent iiotRin of the cji-iginal Latin. Sentences 
and clanaes aro given froni the inimciliate context, although they have 
no place on the oxaminatinu pn.por ; words also arc substituted from 
the conte-xt, in place uf the woi-d.s in the extract set. Alim is 
frequently tran.sla.ted- “ sow's inuiiioh,” and Cticurbitac “ .sea-ui’chins.” 
Notliing hut an imporfect recnl lection of tho sound “history and 
conversation" could lead a boy to translate inter sermnnem litMoriiimqne 
medios a.s “midway between history and coulinnatiou.” 

Boys so taught invariably ta-eak down at the qiassage to l;e rendered in 
Jiaiullel columns. Here the more skilful try to obviate tho difficulty by- 
taking three or four words at a thne, although told to “ translate word for 
word." Indeed scniic of the hotter students are not ju-ecise cuouf^b in 
following this inslrncLion. Thu cpicstinu is not e.xactly satisfied by 
writing me jurat, “1 rejoice.," or, sus is more common, hominum ingenia, 
“men of talent,” a form of answer which ocem-s in fully one half of the 
paiiers. As high niurlcs arc attached to this word for word translation, 
somewhat more attention iniglii. he dovoted to it by teaoliBrs. After 
all it is the most obvious tost of the aiiccc.ss of their laboura to imp.art a 
rational knowledge of Latin strnctnro. 

In some ca-ses it would aiipcar that the cfTijrt to acquire two foreign 
languages is beyond the qiowors of the student. Tho French, numerals 
are given instead of tho .Latin, demain and hi&r aro frequently fo-und in 
the comjiosition ns Lalin for “ to-uiorrow,” and the iilirase habere ncit 
deun epistulae given by ouo student will serve ii-s an extreme type of a 
familiar form of answer. At tbc same time, the remarkably good 
general answering in Gramnn.u- and Composition gave proof of sound 
and accurate teacliing in most cases, wliioh has perhaps unduly 
heightened the imporfeetions of tho rcimunder. 



Prepauatorv Gr.-u)h. — .F lu, ST Paveu. — Q uu.a.

It is deuhtlesH hard to eon.strmd; a paper of ipmstiims in Greek or 
Lathi aiiuple enough for students under fourteen Jeara of age. The 
very easiest points lussuuiu to tlioiu quite .a fonnidiihlo aiipearanco 
when qn-inted before tho oxaminer’.s note of interrogation. That, 
however, the qiresoribe.d wurk is not I luy end the qmwers of tho average 
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ohild is shown by the completeness with which a large percentage 
of these candidates answered Students whose intelligence has been 
so little developed, and whose experience of life is so scanty, cannot 
be expected to succeed perfectly in gi'appling with the subject-matter 
of an ancient ola.saio. The ordinary facts of life — the commonest 
relationships, are still beyond the knowledge of most of them. Hence 
an examiner need not be iniich surprised when informed (as T have 
been) that “Virgiuius Tlufiis was the brave wife”; or that “ Paetus was 
the husband of A rria, and a great friend of Pliny, who reckoned him among 
his ancestors ” ; or that “ Arria and Paetus were the son and husband of 
Piso." But besides weakness arising from immature intelligence and 
want of experlenoo, tbera are, in the answering of the Girls of this grade 
cei-tain defects which cannot ie so readily explainedor excused. Meaning! 
less sentences arc too frorjuently offered in vei-siona from the prescribed 
author. For example ; “ Noiarimn vom, et, die admisso, quae foniaceran 
dicio" was rendered : — "I called niy secretary, and dictated an admissable 
{sic) day which I formed.” In the phrase “ ad andiendum jiigre 
coilur," the word pigre \va,s in one case tran.slated ‘ )>iggiEhly.’ These 
attempts (and many like them might bo quoted), illustrate the need of 
patient explanation by a teacher, and the duty of impressing on children 
the lesson that they ought not to write down, as part of their versions, 
sheer nonsense — words to which they themselves annex no clear ideas. 

The translation of tlie prescribed portions of Pliny seemed in most oases 
to have been committed to memory in such a way that a candidate once 
started in a sentence appeared .able to finish without difficulty. That 
memory, not inspection of the pas.sage set, was the chief resourcs became 
often jtainfully manifest by the application of the ordo tost. Judged by 
this test many candidates whose translaticu was fluent and fair appeared 
nevertheless entitled to very little credit. The true discipline for a young 
interpreter is the analysis of sentonceu, with pausing of individual words. 
For this, however, a frequent substitute in schools seems to have been 
the constant repetition of the English rendering ; perhaps on the sup- 
position that the faculty of parsing and eoiistruiug would supervene 
spontaneously, or that translation could be done correctly from memory 
alone without the aid of this faculty. This is, however, a delusive 
supposition, owing to wliich many students suffer badly at the examina- 
tion, while the whole foundation of their knowledge la rendered unsound. 
I know a case in which a little boy, who had not yet been taught to 
decline mensa, was set to translate Gr id and Pliny. Such a method of 
teaching cannot be regarded as sutisfiiotovy ; it must, if continued, lower 
the standard of school ediuxition ; and it tends more tlian anything else 
to bring reproach upon the Intermediate system. 

The answering in Grammar and Composition was good in afairly large 
percentage of cases, ft doserve.s notice here, hoivevei', that many candi- 
dates did not knowhow to ‘put in’ the answers to certain questions, 
e.g., such as required the statomentof the comparatives and -superlatives 
of a number of adjectives, or of the gendei-s, genitive oases, ifec., of a 
number of nouns. Insteatl of stating these points in co-ordinated columns, 
some ohildreu avroto them out in a contiimmus context straggling over 
several pages, which almost inevitably involved tlie writers in confusion 
and omission, and (what is worse) caused Iho Examiner great difficulty 
ill doing justice to their ausweiing. Toacliors might with advantage 
instruct their pupils as to the form which answers to such questions 
should take on paper. 
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Prbpaeatohy Geadk. — Second Paper. — Both. 

Beport of Rev. Jereuiaii Crowe and Rev. D. Mannix, d.d. 

Two thing.'! wei-e unsatisfactory in the answering of the boys in the 
Second Latin Paper of tiie Preparatory Grade. 1. Thu process of 
rendeiing the passages from the prescribed authors was often a mere 
attempt— more or less successful— to recall the words of “the trans- 
lation"; and 2, as a consequence, no doubt, of the use of “the 
translation," the grammar of the texts had been either neglected or 
forgotten. The examiner of -written exercises can do little to check the 
use, or abuse, of tmushition.s. But it may bo worth while to require 
more frequently from candidates “ a word for word ” translation. 

With this limitatiou, tlio answering v/as satisfactory. It was es- 
pecially gratifying to observe tbe case and accuracy with which a good 
percentage of the l)oys translated the “ unseen passages.” 



Preparatory Grade. — Second Paper Girls. 

Report of Rev. J. B. Aurour, M.a. 

Of the 190 students examined, .about one thii-d gained on tlie paper 
honour marks, about one third pa.ss marks, and about one third failed to 
come up to the standard for a pass. The majority of those who failed 
did not seem to liave read the Extracts prescribed for the examination, 
S 3 several of them did very fairly in history, mid several made a very 
fair attempt to render the (unseen) prose passage. The other papers 
were very fair in all tlicir parts — translation, parsing, history — some 
were excellent. The ver.so passage (imseen) was not so well done as 
the prose ; only a few seemed to liava caught the meaning. The 
papers were, as a whole, very creditable, cQusideriug the age of the 
pupils examined. 



ENGLISH. 



vSenior Grade. — First Paper. — B ovs. 

Report of Rev. J. Paterson Smyth, ll.d. 

The Compositions on the whole are rather disappointing from hoys 
of this grade, thoiigli the spelling and handwriting were by no means 
bad. Not more than twenty out of the three hundred essays were any 
real pleasure to read, and not even ten received eighty per cent, of the 
maximum murks. And this was not so much from stupidity or want 
of thought. Several boys rvho sliowed considerable thinking power, 
and used good language mid interesting illustrations, yet failed of 
high marks owing to tlie want of logical ari-angement of the subject. 
Several otherwise good essays were spoiled by want of paragraph divi- 
sions, and several by the disorderly sequence of the thoughts, the writer 
going back again and again to matters wliicli had been already dealt 
■with. I was pleased to sen in tlie rongli work several traces of attempts 
at making a systematic logical pluii of the essay beforehand, and I 
think teachers should inculcate this more tlian they do. 

Another fault, though not very common, was that of long involved 
Bsatencea. I noticed top a rathci' marked tendency to. oma.te and 
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grandiloquent language, as in tlie cas,ay now lying before me, wLich can 
only apeak of birds "as the “ featlierexl denizens of the groves." It ij 
a result I suppose of our poetical Irish temperament, and it is certainly 
not altogether an evil, but it decidedly wants pruning in the “ Senior 
Intenuediate ” Boys. 

The prescribed author has been fairly well studied. Still we have 
even here, in too many cases, the old trouble that meets us every year 
ill these examinations — the want of really intelligent reading— the 
failure to grasp the central thought of a passage. One does not mind 
this in little boys, but it is too bad in the seniors. I have had boys 
quoting a whole page of Pope for. an answer which lay in a dozen 
words, and sometimes even after quoting a very long pass.age they 
managed somehow to leave out the very marrow of it all. I wonder 
if it would be fe.asible bo get piqnls soinotirae.s, for a school exercise, to 
mark certain passages in books, i.e., to indicate in pencil the few words 
or lines which contained the central thought. It seoma tome that 
some such training would be of great viilua in forming the habit of 
intelligent reading. 

The answers to the Analysis question sliowed incidentally a very 
widespread knowledge of simple English Gi’amnmr. But I fear the 
boys knew very little of Prosody : and as to “ Morris’s Historical 
Grammar,” anybody unacquainted with the powers of schoolboys in this 
respect, would have wondered how so many could have missed the easy 
questions set in that subject. 

It seems rather ungracious to put so much fault-finding in a report. 
Birt it is the examirrei-’s duty especially to indicate defects. I should 
like to add, however, that tlie papers showed a groat deal of really 
good work, and nruch that both tcacbor'.s and pupils might well he 
proud of. 



Senior Gu-Udb. — EN aLisii. — PmsT Papeit. — Girls. 

Report of P, W. J Oi'CE, LL.ir. 

As I never before exairriued the Senior Grade, T am not able to 
compare the present answering with that of past years. My subjects 
were Composition, Grammar-, and Analysis, and a selected mrmber of 
Pope’s Essay.s. I think it would bo iniiiossrble for an examiner to rise 
from the perusal of these exercise books, without a feeling of satisfac- 
tion at tiro iirtelligeut grasp of the several subjocta displayed by the 
c.'indidates. The harrdwritirrg was generally good, bold, arrd legible ; 
and the spelliirg orr the whole very correct. I do not attribirte nruch 
blame to the candidates in remarking that very rn.arry of them misspelled 
the word onomatopceia, I could point out other pleasing features in 
these exerciises ; bnt it will be more useful to notice a few prevalent 
faults. 

Composition. — Speaking generally, the oxeroises were good and 
neatly executed, and tho sentoneos correctly formed. But the pimctua- 
tioir was very often crude and incorrect. Cool sober treatment is 
generally best in Es,say writing. But iiiarry of Llioso Essays were quite 
too fervid and emotional ; full of oxclamations and triumphant rhetorical 
questions. A large proportion of tho sentiments expressed were 
evidently artificial ; fiiio statements in correct language, that fell well 
on tho ear and helped to fill up space, hut not at all what the candi- 
dates really believed. Many candidates are given to exaggerated end 
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superlative language. Take tke following specimens about Music ; — 
ii'Jhere is nothing wliicK 1ms such an influence on us as music.” 
“ Music is man’s only solace.” “ Mnsic is the divinest of all God’s gifts,” 
“ Without muaio would not children ^'ow up unfit for any company 1” 
I' Of all the aids which God has given in this 'vale of tears,’ music is the 
gi-eatest.” [On hearing an organ]— “My pulses beat against my wrist 
like tlie waves lashing against the rocks.” Wlioever discourages the 
nse of such language among young persons, and teaches them to avoid 
e-vaggeration, and to express, in quiet language, their own natural senti- 
ments and convictions, instead of fine sounding unrealities, does a 
service both to the individuals and to education in general. 

Pope’s Ess.4.ys. — 1. found that the text was generally well prepared. 
Many could, I think, write out from memory nearly the whole of the 
seveml Essays ; and tho annotations of the Text-books were nearly 
always well mastered. Ihit a cousidorable number of the candidates 
failed to give tho moaning of certain pnss.sges placed before them for 
e.xplanation : sliowing phunly that tlie sense is not sufficiently attended 
to. Tho following fact strikingly exemplifies the tendency to read over 
passages without looking closely to the meaning. This stanza from 
Gray’s Elegy w.as given for analysis ; — 

'‘ReneiitU those rxiftgctl elms, that yew-tree's .shade, 

“ Where Iioaves the turf in many a mouldering heap, 

“Eaeii in ids narrow cell for ever laid, 

“The rude forefathers of tlie hamlet sleep." 

A largo proportion — pvob.ably one-third — of the candidates totally mis- 
iaterpieted “ that yew-tree’s shade.” They understood the line its if it 
had been wricten “ Beuoath those, rugged elms tolucli yew-trees shade," 
taking shade to ho a vorlj, with yew-trees for its nominative ; though 
yeia-tree's wins printed ijuito pdaiuly on. the Question Paper, as a 
possessLvo singtdar. 



Seniou Giiade. — Secosd Paper. — Boys. 

Koport of B. Donovan, b.a. 

The average quality of the ausweving of the hoy candidates to the 
questions of Sooond English P.aper, Senior Grade, was very fair, and 
the style of the papers was good. 

Macaulay’s Essays on Lord Olive and on The Life and Writings of 
Addison would appear to have been studied witli special care aud a 
gemuue interest. 'Tho cimdidates generally exhibited a close acquaint- 
ance with tho substance of the essays, and not a few gave evidence of a 
considerable appireciation of the author’s method aud style. Had the 
other subjects on the programme been as carefully studied, tho general 
result would have been o,xcellent. 

There was a remarkable contrast, however, between the fiduess with 
which tho liLstory and biography contained in the assays were presented, 
and the mefigreness of the imawers to tho questions on the History of 
Great Britain and Ireland. Whllo almost all the candidates knew 
something about the matters referred to in the questions, a complete 
answer was very rnioly given, Tho history of tho period seemed to 
have boon known imiiuly in outliuo ; and the dcfocl noted in my rejjort 
last year, the want of dcteiilod aud ucourato knowledge on the part of 
the candidates, is still evident. 
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The superior quality of the answering on the historical and 
biographical essays suggests the question whether the deficiency in the 
case of the general history may not be due to some extent to the 
historical text-hoolcs in use. It would, of course, be useless to expect 
that a historical hand book should prove as interesting as a fragment of 
history treated by Macaulay. But for Senior Grade candidates it 
Bhould not be impossible to select a te.xt-boolc that would in some 
degree excite the same interest in the course of the general history of 
the United Kingdom, as was manifested hy the candidates in tho 
political and diplomatic history ofindia during Clive's career, and the 
literary and political history of England during A.ddlsiiu’s. The “load- 
ing features of Pitt’s Irish policy," or tho history of Reform, for fo, 
stance, should interest a student, and ho as easily made to interest him 
as tho fate of Duplelx or the oaptuvo of Gei iah. 

The Outlines of the History of English Literature evidently received 
a fair amount of attention finm the candidates. But on two points there 
was a want of knowledge, where, even though tho aulijecc be studied lu 
outline, such a deHclency should not exist. In answering qnestiou 13— 

“ Classify the following works, giving tho names of their authors, and, 

as nearly as you can, their respective dates of publication ; Th 

Wealth of Nations; Songs of Innocence ; The Holy War; Vivian Grey; 
Ode for St. Cecilia’s Hay; Madoc ; Rasaelas ; Lyrical Ballads; The 
Fahle of the Bees; The Chriitian Year ; The Orphan; The Analogy; 
The Splendid Shiliing ; The Progress of Poesy ; The Gentle Shepherd ” — > 
few of tire candidates were able to indicate the class of literature to 
which the works belonged except where the title guided them ; and in 
answering question 12— “ Who were ‘the Lake I’oets"! Why were 
they so called! Give the names and dates of their princi|)al works"— 
not a few displayed ignorance of the relative iniportntioo of the authors 
sometimes grouped under that title. Many of the candidates were wholly 
unacquainted with the names of the works uponwliioh Wordsworth’s fame 
rests. 

In Geography the results were fair. Tlie qnostions on the geography 
of the American Continent were well done. But, as in last year’s 
papeia, tliero was an inexplicable deficiency of knowledge exhibited by 
many, even of the best candidates, regarding the portion of the pro- 
gramme referred to in questions 14 and 16 — “ (a) What is an Isothermal 
Ziuel What is it that deterniines its position in tho regions through 
which it passes ! What is tlie latitude that marks tho northern limit of 
the vine through Europe ! (b.) Give, as clearly and concisely as you 
can, the proofs that establish the diurnal motion of the eartlr. (o.) How 
is a degree on the earth’s surface measured 1 (i.) Describo briefly how 

the races inhabiting the globe are aft'ected by the external conditions of 
life." 

The number of candidates whoso ability was manifest, and whose 
general answering was good or excellent, but who were unable to give 
the proofs that establish the diurnal motion of tho earth, was surprising. 
The physical and mathematical sections of tlie Geography programme do 
not apparently receive much attention in the schools. 

To sum up — a fair average was reached all round ; the answering on 
the literary works was excellent; and tho chief blemish of the papers 
was the incompleteness of the answering to tlie questions on history. 
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Ses-ior Grade. — Second Paper, — Girls. 

Report of Joiis F. Taylor, b.a. 

There is one general observation wliioli I think it well to make and 
to which special attention shonhl ho directed, in my opinion, by those 
preparing caiicUdatas in En,gllsh. There should not be the slovenliness 
iad want of care whioli murk most of tlie puper.s of the weaker 
students. There is, I think, no reason whatever why the most back- 
ward pupil should not be trained to liabits of order and neatness and 
also to some approach to sequence in the answering. In the Senior' 
Grade at any rate these things ought to be looked to. 

Piissing to the answering itself it is satisfactory to note the honesty 
of the work and the naarkod diminution of guesses and irrelevaneies. 
Indeed as a rule quantity determined the marking as only very few 
ahsolntely wrong airswers wm-n given. 

Macaulay’s Essays arrein to hrr,vo been very intelligently studied, and 
many of the.stmlents .stoutly expressed dissent from the author’s views 
and gave iutelligeiit reasons for doing so, while nearly all knew the 
allnsLons and were able to exi>lain them. In question 3 — (a) and (A)* — 
were notable examples of this, whore Macaulay’s perhaps too vivid 
manner was eirher literally given or most closely followed. In History 
it is observable ivith wliat zest the pai't directly relating to Ireland 
is answered, but the question as to Pitt’s policy was not satisfactorily 
dealt with. All who tried it at all knew that the policy of Catholic 
Relief did enter into his ]>laus. The only real guesswork was in the 
questions on Literature, ospecially question 1 3 (see preceding Report), 
where certainly iuiagination got free play and works were attributed to 
writers apparently without the least regard to ])robability, to say 
nothing of accuracy. Questions 10 and Ilf were answered exceed- 
ingly well in many Ga.ses. 'L’ho Goograi)hy questions were not well 
answered, and even where the details were given with accuracy there 
did not seem to be a real or close knowledge of the subject. This m,ay 
arise from trusting too much to bnok.s and too little to maps and e,x- 
planations. 

The unsatisfactory an.swciing wherever it occurred seemed to be 
in no marked degree due to ■unintelUgeuce but merely to the want of 
due industry in making up the work ; as it is only in a small number 
of the questions that anything more than ordinary capacity is needed, 
and even in these it is by shortcoming rather than by actual error 
that the failures occurred. The answering on tlie whole was 
creditable, and in the case of the iiest students there was little to 
find fault with in manner, method, or arrangement. Indeed the neat- 
ness was almost in proportion to the knowledge in all cases. 

Middle Grade. — First Paper. — Bovs, 

Report of S. J. MaoMullan, m.a. 

1 have read the answers of the hoys to the Middle Grade First Paper 
in English, set by me. The subjects wore ; — Composition, Grammar, and 
three poems, viz. ; Coloridgo’s Anoieiit Mai'iiwr, and Goldsmith's 
Traveller and Retaliation.

f 10. Who were the chief Irirdi writers of EngUnh prose (luring the lain century? 
Give the titles (with ai>proxiimito dates) of the principal works upon which their fame 
is founded, 

lb Give 0 short account of the writing.s (a) of Burn.S| (6) of Koats. 
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It may be remarked in genoval tliat tliern is a very wide difference 
between the best and tbe worst of tUa candidates. Tlie best lu-e verv 
good, the worst are very bad. The beat are, by comparison, few • hut 
they show I'eal acquirement, such as will form the foundation of solid 
English scholarehip. The bad are iiiaiiy; their knowledge is worthless ■ 
and in i-egard to a large section of them the difficulty is — to imagine 
what ever induced them to offer themselves for examination. Three 
candidates sent up blank answer-books. 

To come to particulars : — 

1. The Composition, save in the case of what may bo called tbe First 
Class, is not well done. The subjects were ; — 

(o.) A winter laudacape ; or 
lb.) Tramways ; or 

(c.) “ If nothing more th.an purpose in thy power, 

Thy purpose firm is equal to the deed.” 

The candidate.s, as a whole, show but a slight acquaintance with the 
great literary Euglisli language. They write the liinitud talk of the 01.011 
in the street. They possess, however, a larger coida verbormn than the 
girls; and only a very small number of them cxliibit the morbid 
fluency that murks so many of the girls’ compositions. 

The sitbsiance of tlio Essays is, on the whole, fair enough ; but I do 
not reckon here a detiuled accoum; of the half-penny and penny 
tram-stages in Belfast ; nor again what seems to be a complete list 
(it is certainly long enough) of the destinations of the various trams 
that start from Nelson’s Pillar in Dublin. Nearly all who wrote on 
the Hues from Riyht TkouyhU totally missed the sense of the passiige. 
The fault of over-statement is all but univcrsid. There is another fault, 
which I may call literary imhuvrity. IPor example, the candidate 
selects as his subject “ A Winter Landscape.” Well, there being, 
apparently, no winter land, scape in Ireland, I am a.t once transported to 
Switzerland or Norway, and find myself in the midst of thunder-storms, 
snow-storms, rushing ghieiei's, ruined villages — in short, chaos come 
again. And even when I am allowed to stay at home, there is the 
inevitable thunder-storm ; or, if the writer is in a cheerful mood, I get 
a picture of the merry bunting party swecj;iug over the frozen earth or 
dashing through the deep snow in purauit of the fleet hare or wily 
fox. 

2. The GnAMMAii, as done by the upper-class c, undulates, is very good 
indeed ; the work of the others ranges from middling to very had. Of 
the two passages set for analysis the prose passage from Scott is better 
done than the Imes from Thomson, — the latter sentence proving disas- 
trous to nearly all the candidate.s that .attempted it. 

3. The AuTHOiis are well done, on the whole. The boys are not so 
letter-perfect in quotation as the girls ; on the other hand they are, even 
in quotation, accurate in some cases in which many girls fail. A very 
common mistake in the girls’ pajiers — a misquotation in the description 
of the chai'acter of Edmund Burke IRetaluUion ) — is hardly ever made 
by tlie boys. The line is — '■ lAr a patriot too cool, for a drudge dis- 
obedient.” Very many of the girls road — “ for a yurfi/c disobedient.” 
Yet it Is a boy who gives the amazing loctlou — “for a lirabje dis- 
obedient.” 

On the whole, there is ahuiuhint evidence of hard, conscieiitions and 
successful work on tlm part of a fairly large section of the caudidates. 
In the case of many, on the other hand, tho work is by no means satis- 
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foctory ; and the cause of this I believe to be, not want of industry, 
but absence of the endeavour or failure (if the endeavour has been made) 
to work into the business of acquisition a bit oj ordinary common sense. 
In the case of many candidates the miiul — the intelligence at all events 
— has played no part in their “ studies.” Hence the blunder's of which 
examples aj-e given above, and which a perusal of these papers would 
enable the reader to multiply to an indelinite e.xtent. 

I beg, in closing, to call attention to a bad habit which many (usually 
not the best) candidates have fallen into : they do not answer the ques- 
tions in the order in which they appear on the examination pairer. I 
Lave been told that many persons are mentally so constituted that their 
knowledge will not come to them when, or in the order in which, it is 
required. But candidates ought to avoid the extreme form of this weak- 
ness which, in the result, consists in their peppering their other answers 
with the fragments of this or that ob-stinate answer that will come to 
them only in fragments ; they ought also to avoid hiding away any of the 
fragments in. the pages of the answer-book that come after that piage 
which contains their answer to the last question on the examination 
paper, especially when that answer comes in or about if® proper place. 



Middle Qbade. — Fiust Paper.— Gikls. 

Beport of S. J. MacMullas, m.a. 

I have read the answers of the girls to the First Paper in English, 
Middle Grade. The subjects were : — Composition, Grammar, and three 
poems, viz., Coleridge’s Ancient Mariner, and Goldsmith’s Traveller and 
Retaliation. 

I may remark in general that there is throughout abundant evidence 
of earnestness and industry on the part of the candidates, and, in the 
case of many, of good teaching. I am under the impression (not taking 
marks into account) that, while the best of the girls are perhaps not so 
good as the best of the boys, there is a smaller number of desid failures 
among the girls than among the hoys. No girls have sent up blank 
answer-books. 

Taking the subjects hi order, I observe ; — 

1. That the Composition is only in a very few cases within the region 
of the excellent. There is little evidence that the candidates as a body 
are familiar with the literary, as distinguished from the conversational, 
language. Again, not many of them seem to have any notion of a 
composition, as anorganic whole. And just because of the smallness of 
their vocabulary, some write with a fluency that is not far removed 
from glibness. — The substance of the essays is about up to the ordinary 
standard ; but many of the candidates indulge in a strain of moralizing 
which, if in. other respects creditable to the writers. Buds its pi*oper 
place rather in a sermon than in an essay. Many of the reflections 
kave, I believe, been made before ; but I confess I was not prepared 
for an outburst of pious gratitude for the creation of the Horse on the 
ground that the creation of the. Horse makes the existence of the Tram- 
i^r possible. Hor do I remember to have seen elsewhere a Tramway 
denominated “ a bles.siug to suffering humanity.” Nearly all who wrote 
on the couplet from Young misunderstood the meaning of the passage. 

2. As regards the Grammar, — I imagine tliose answers exhibit most 
of the mistakes that could have been made. It is plain that in many 
Oases Grammar is not studied as a most valuable means of training 
the judgment, but as. a mere collection of terms to which no definite 
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meaning ia attached. With some candidates almost any word, for 
example, may be third person singular." The result is that much of 
the parsing ” is pure rigmarole. Of tlie pieces set for analysis that 
tuhen from lliomaon proved the iiioro difficult. 

3. The Authous are well done, in so far as the rote-learning of the 
words is concerned ; and I’ote-learning, in the cose of young students, is 
a very important exercise ; unfortunately in many instances there is 
nothing but rote-learning ; and sotnc candulatcs (boys and girls) who 
have quoted with absolute accuracy from the]>oeius set, are apparently 
i\nder the impression that the Traveller and Retaliation are written in 
the same metre, that Dean Swift was a member of tlie Johnson Club, 
that Dr. Johnson and Ben Jouson are identical, and that Coleridge 
was himself the Ancient Mariner ; while his age when lie wrote the 
poem lies anywhere between nine and eiglity-four. 

Oil the whole, my conclusion here ia very much that which I 
expressed in the report on the work of the boys. Excluding those 
candidates who may be designated First and Second Class, and (perhaps) 
Upper Pass, we have a large body of candidates who exhibit one uniform 
fault : they do not use their minds. The ordinary common sense which 
they employ to good purpose in everyday life goes to sleep (apparently) 
when they engage in study. The result is, with many, Jailure., or a 
much smaller amount of success than they would have attained, with the 
same mental equipment, had they in tlie course of tlieir studies used 
their me7no7y not less but theiv judyment more. 



Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — B ov.s. 

Report of R. C. I. Wiiitty, m.a. 

The answering, on tho -whole, was very satisfactory. It was 
7‘e7narkably good in the “ Lainb’.s Tales from Shakespeare "■ — indeed 
I wiis surprised at the almost uniform correctness of the answers to 
the questions in this subject. But in many cases tlie descriptive 
answers were unnecessarily long and detailed, often rmining into two 
and three pages, when all that was required could have been said in 
sixteen or eighteen lines, at the outside, Tho natimil result of this 
lavish expenditure of time at the beginning of the paper was a corre- 
sponding scarcity of time coming towards the end. 

In Irish History the answering was also veiy good ; but not quite 
so good in. English History, in which evidences of mere ‘‘cram ” were 
apparent in too many instances. It was very strange with -what 
singular unLrormity Question 5 («) [“Wlmtwer<3 the leading features 
of the procedure adopted by the Long Parluiment against Strafford?"] 
was missed by almost every candidate — the word “ procedure” being in 
nearly all cases taken to mean “charge” or “accusation." It is 
surely a word tliat Middle Grade students ought to be familiar with. 

In the “ Outlines of English Literature " the answering was in many 
cases excellent, showing the subject had been carefully uud thoroughly 
studied. But at the same time tkere were some answers which rather 
startled me ; sucli as — (1) “ Milton was an irreligious and licenrious poet, 
who passed his time between the theatre and the worksliop." ^ (2) 
“ Miltrou’s principal prose works were Paradise Lost, Pa7'adise Regained^ 
Pa7'adise and the P&riP (3) “Homer was the author of (^) 

Shakespeare in his fourth period 'began to write poetiy.” . It also 
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appeared that some boys miiat have been taught altogether orally, without 
seeing a book at all, otherwise I cannot account for such mistakes as 
“AUio Piigitica” for “ Areo[)agitica,” “Tuba or lun " for “Tabard 
Ion,” “San Lorcnts" for St. Lawroiioe.” (This hist example occurs 
in Irish History). 

The answering in Geography was less satisfactory thaar in any of the 
preceding subjects, Imt still, taking it all round, it was not by any 
means bad. In coniimratively few cases did the Outline Map (of 
Germany) obtain anything approaching full mark-s, and in fewer cases 
still were there any otforts made at neatness in filling it in. Most of 
the candidates showed a fair general knowledge of Physical Geography, 
but owing to a want of precision and of accuracy in their answers, 
they did not succeed in making good marks. I am of opinion that 
more care might, with advantage, be given to the teaching of Geography, 
hi general, and of Physical Geography, in pai ticukr. 



Middle Ghade. — Second Pai?ee. — Girls. 

Report of R. C. I. Whitty, m.a. 

The number of girhs' papers examined was 338, and the answering 
was, on the wliole, very creditable — quite equal, I thiuk, to that of 
the boys, except iu Physical Geography, in which very few girls scored 
at all well. 

Most of tlie candidates attempted every question on the paper, but 
in many cases the answers were thoughtles.s or irrelevant, and failed 
to obtain any mark whatever, although extending, perhaps, to two 
pages of writing. This was espeeially tlie case in regard to Physical 
Geography, but examples of it were also to be met with m the other 
subjects. If a boy did not know something about a question, he did 
not, as a rule, waste time on it, but the girls^ principle seems to have 
been to “ take a shot at everything, whether they knew anything about 
it Or not. II they tliought more and wrote less, they would, un- 
doubtedly, pass a better e.xamination. I give three^ examples of 
thoughtless answering (all taken from the Outlines of English Literature). 
(1) “Shakespeare in his first period only took to plays; in his second 
and third periods lie took to tragedies and comedies.” (2) “ Milton s 
style in prose writing is beautifully involved, he brings everything out 
in a clear and precise manner.” (3) “ Milton’s poem which is modelled 
after the Greek is ‘ Sampson’s Agnostics 

The answering in “ Lamb’s Talcs from Shakespeare ” was excellent, 
hut seriously blemished by excessive prolixity. In this respect the girls 
were far greater offenders than the boys. In fact, in many instances, 
they took tip an entire twelve page answer-book for the four questions 
oaLamb. 

In English and Irish History the answering was quite satisfactory, 
tod the word ‘ procedure ' in Question 6 (a) did not prove so general 
a stumhling-blook as it did with the boys. 

In respect to Geogra;>hy proper, the Outline Map (of Germany) was, 
to a rule, fairly well done, and, in many oases, with a considerable 
amount of neatness. The last question, asking the positions, &c., of 
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certain places in Europe, -was not -very wnll answered ; but I noticed 
that erery girl knew that Mechlin wa-s celebrated for lace, wbile few 
knew where the town itself was. 

I have only to add that in neatness and general orderliness of arrange* 
meat the girls' papers compared very favourably with those of die 
boys. 



JimioE GmvDE. — First Paper. 

Eeport of John Cooke, m.a., William P. Covne, m.a., Rorert 
Donovan, b.a., Bbv. Michael Fogarty, d.d., John F, 
Taylor, b.a. 

The results of the examination of the Junior Grade Boys in English 
Composition, Grammar, and Scott’s “ Lady of the Lake ” were on the 
whole satisfactory, and exhibited steady improvement on the work of 
recent years. 

As compared with the p.apers of four years ago, the advance in 
English Composition was distinctly apparent. There was, as might 
naturally he expected, considerable disparity in the compositions of the 
candidates as regard.s style, arrangement, and thought; but although 
tliore is still room for further improvement in these respects among the 
majority of the candidates, the general progress xvns manifest. Vulgar- 
isms, solecisms, and grammatical blunders were much rarer than 
formerly, iiunctustion and orthograpliy have improved ; the correct use 
of the full stop and the capital letter is no longer confined to the select 
few; and the number of Junior Grade boys unable to expre.ss their 
ideas correctly, intelligibly, and in fairly ordered form is now insignili-' 
cant. The improvement is most marked among the less gifted candidates. 
There were not, perhaps, as many excellent compositions this year as in 
previous yeai-s, though a few were in the highest degree meritorious 
consideruig tlie age of the boys by whom they were written. But 
tliero has been a distinct raising of the lower levels, as though — 
if we maybe permitted the remark— the recent regulations of the Com- 
missioners increasing the rewards for successful teaching, had already 
borne fruit, and induced moro atterrtion to the instruction of the “ pass 
boys,” who most needed it. 

The chief defect of the compositions was the attempt to write in a 
bombastic and unnatural style. The majority of the candidates selected 
“ a summer holiday on the river" for their subject. Few of the com- 
positions, however, were simple descriptions of the writer’s observations. 
Most of the hoy.s depended upon their imagination, rather than on their^ 
experience and memory, for their facts. They forgot tliat it is better 
to write in easy and natural language of events and things within their 
own expeiience and observations ; and that it is not necessary to use 
by words or invent the impossible in order to impress an examiner. 

The answering in Grammar was, on the whole, good; but the 
analysis of sentences and the parsing might have been done better. 
These two exercises test a boy’s understanding, as distinct from bis 
memory. A large number of marks were lost to many of the candidates 
owing to deficiency here. 

If any retrogression from the standard of former years was apparent, 
it. was in the answering oa Scott’s “ Lady of the Lake.” The text

which Tvaa designed to tost tlio general acquaintance of the candi- 
dates with the story and plan of the poem, was well answered, by 
most of the hoys. It was evident tliat they had nearly all read the 
poem, and read it with interest. But the qiiesthms that were framed 
to test their closer acqiiaiiitanco with, and accurate understanding of, the 
text were very imperfectly answered. The minute study of a poem, 
such as “ The Lady of the Lake," in junior classes might of coui*se be 
overdone. It ought not to bo made a dry philological or mnemonic 
exercise. B\it the study should be carried at least as far as to ensure 
that the students tliorouglily imdei-stand what they are reading. There 
was evidence in too many of the papers that this had not been done. 
Quite a large number of candidates failed to answer question 9— 

[Write notes on the italicised words in the following lines: — 

(а) . I gacss his cognizanct afar. 

(б) . A purse well tilled witli ^Jicces broad. 

(c). Convolaivo heaved its chtqutr'd sliroud. 

{i). Wtivd women we ! by dale and domu'\ 

Not a fe-w of tlie Ijoya explained that “'x-eird women” meant women 
who weoe wearied. And in quoting the line — “ Grouped their dark 
hues with every stain" — a number of tlie candidates substituted “ strain” 
for “stain," rendering the line meaningless, and suggesting tliat in 
committing p.assages of the text to memory, many boys tried to catch 
the sound without attending to the sense. 

Question 10 — [What is the prevailing metro in which the Lady of 
the Lake is written 1 Quote any two lines of the poem, and mark the 
scansion ] — was answered well by only n few. Many of the candidates 
showed by their answers that they did not even uudenstand the words, 

“ metre,” and “ soansion." In the study of English poetry prosody 
should not be entirely neglected. 

These deficiencies in the answering on Scott’s poem formed the chief 
blemish on papers that otherwise reached a very fair average level. 



Jdnior Grade. — ^Fiest Paeer. — Girls. 

Report of Mary A. Lystee, m.a. 

The answering was, on the whole, fairly satisfactory ; for although a 
large number of candidates failed to reach the standard necessary to 
pcss, there were, on the other hand, many excellent candidates whose 
work showed careful study. 

The English composition was the subject in which the majority of 
candidates were weakest. Lack of originality, inability to grasp the 
subject as a whole, careless construction of sentences, faulty gi'ammar 
and spBlling, were common failings amongst even the good students. 

Glib commonplaces, loosely strung together, seemed to be the ordinary 
notion of an “ Essay.” Then many students did not adhere to the 
subjects set by the Examiners, and wrote papers which were not to the' 
point, although, as mere “ compositions,” some of them had merit, ^ 

It would appear from careful observation of the work of the majority 
of candidates that the systematic teaching of English composition is 
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defective, and needs fai- more attention paid to it. However, it ia only 
fair to add tliat the comiiosition.s of a small percentage of candidates 
•were admirable for cliildren of that ago. 

The analysis and jiarsing were fair in most cnsos, though many of 
the candidates had not fp'napcd the full moiming of the sentences and 
words set. A great deal of “ giioss-worlc ” was apparent in answer to 
Questions 4 and 5 ; — 

4. (a.) State the gender of the following words : — 

steer, hind, sloven, v'ixen, sculptor. 

(5.) Give the plural of the following nouns : — 
genius, species, cherub, axis, man-eater, 

5. (a.) What ia "Voice! What classes of verbs have two Voices 1 
How does the Paasire Voice differ in formation from the r-rognssm 
Form of vei’bsl 

(6.) Give the principal parts of the following verbs ; — 
ground, waken, lade, shed, fly. 

Several candidates, otherwise nnsatisfnctory, by this means succeeded 
in 1 -ai.sing their total to ]>asa standard, while many goofl candidates, 
who really knew their work, were nnable to answer them fully. 

The answering of the questions on the “ Lady of the Luke” was poor, 
as a general mle. 1 cannot think that the \K)cm was taught in a satis- 
factory way to the majority of stndeuls. “Cramming” was largely 
resorted to, and some caudidate.s answered in a parrot-like w.uy questions 
which they really did not imderstand. Memory seems to be tiuiuod 
while the real development of the mind is neglcctod, and such a thing 
as the cultivation of the critical faculty seems not to have been thought 
of. Few students showed real apprecia tion and understandiug of the 
poem itself. This is much to he regretted, ns the higher aims of educa- 
tion are defeated when pupils aro eiicouriiged to study literature, not 
for its O'wn sake, hut merely in order to pn-ss an examination. 

There were, of course, exceptions to this ; hut 1 refer to tlie majority 
of candidates. 

The work of the over-age candidates was not ip) to the average. Tins 
is, of course, not to he wondered at ; but still, if the examination is 
taken, it should be prepared for properly. Some candidates failed to 
reach even the pass standai'd ; while few, if any, obtained honours. 



JuNion Guade.— Secoxd Paper. — Boys. 

Keport of Rev. E. P. Carmichael, i.l.d., Katharine Murphv, u.a., 
Rev. Patrick O'Learv. 

"We regard the examination in the second English paper. Junior 
Grade, as being, on thn whole, satisfactory. 

The knoiviedge shown of the Sketch Book is good, considering that 
the book ia not an easy one for young hoys ; but with respect to ques- 
tion 1 — “"What subjects of meditation does Irving say are suggested 
on a sea voyage by (1) a distant sail, ('2) a drifting object, (.1) afiue day! 
a considerable number of students drew largely on their imaginal*'®** 
for the answer. 

We were glad to notice a gre-at improvement in the attention paid to 
Irish History. The answering in it was excellent and quite up to the 
standard of tlie other subjects. 

The students appear to be better made up in History than lu 
Geography, but the question, — “Sketch the career of Lady Jane Grey 
—had, in many instances, but poor justice done to it. 
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As to Geograpliy, qiiesliou 13 was, in the majority of instances, not 
answered at ali, and, at the l)est, was most ineffectually dealt with, 
The question is — “ Into what systoins, as regard.s w.atersheds, ma 7 tlia 
rivera of Europa be divided 1 Name the principal rivers in each 
system." 

The Handwriting, Spelling, nso of Capitals, Punctuation, cletirness 
and correctness of Hiction are satisfactory, indicating an improvement on 
former years. 



Junior Grade, — Second Paper, — Girls. 

Report of E. J. Semple, m.a. 

The general answering of the Girls in this Grade evinced careful 
preparation, and in some cases considerable aptitude. The prescribed 
text-book was .studied with great attention, and most of the pnpils gave 
satisfactory answers to the questions set, but in a number of oases a 
general desei-iptiou was given where more detail was expressly required. 

The questions on History were on the whole as well answered as 
those on the same subject lust year; but very frequently the answers 
were not sufficiently detailed ; for instance, when asked to sketch the 
career of Lady Jano Grey, ii great number of students contented them- 
selves by saying “she married Lord Guildford Dudley, I’eigned 9 days 
and was beheaded.” Such a meagre outline might have been filled up 
correctly if the teacher had explained the proper method of answering 
such questions. 

The questions on Irish History rvere mol's satisfactorily answered 
than last year, and considerable impiovement seems to have taken place 
in the importance assigned to tliis subject in the diSerent schools. 

Geography was undoubtedly the weakest subject of tlie majority of 
the pupils. Very few tried to answer all the questions, and frequently 
the attempt served but to display their entire ignorance of all geography. 
The grosser hlundei-s would be obviated by teaching from atlas or map, 
and accuracy would ho secured hy an occasional examination. 

There was a very sensible improvement in the spelling of the pupil-s 
as compared with last year, and as a rule there has been 'a stricter 
adherence to the jirccise terms of the questions. The answers were more 
to the point, and not so frequently marred by flippancy and diffuseness 
as in the same Grade on the previous year. 



Peepabatobv Grade.— First Papes. — Boys. 

Report of John Cooke, m.a., P. W . Joyce, ll.d., and 
Rev. J. Paterson Ssiyth, ll.d. 

Our subjects were English Comjiosition, English Grammar, and one 
poetical Text- -Tlie Lady of the Lake, Cantos I. and V. 

Considering the ages of the students, an examiner cannot help 
feeling pleased with their general intelligence, and with the evident 
indications of careful school training. We were especially jdeased with 
the knowledge of simple Gi'ammar they displayed. One comprehensive 
question, containing ten heads, had very high marks allotted to it. On 
this question a large proportion of the boys gained the full number of 
•“arks, and very I'ew fell below sixty per cent, We should find it easy 
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to occupy the whole space at oiu’ iliaposal onlarging ou the merits of 
the good oxci'cises ; but it will be move useful to point out the faults of 
the iniiiQvity than to dwell on tlio excellencies of the majority. No 
orror.s aro noticed hero except those that were more or less general. 

C0.UPO31TIOS. — Taken iia a whole tho Composition exerci.se.s of this 
year are ccrbunly better than those of previous years : they show more 
evidences of preparation. There aro always some candidates who seem 
to make little or no jircparation in this subject; wlio coino up for 
examination not able to write legibly, or spell or i)unctnato with any 
decent approach to correctness ; who aro nnalilo to form senteaces, or 
express themselves in even moderately correct language. Tliese are 
probably students who come up on tliebr own account ; for it seems 
inconceivable tliiit any teacher would scud them forward. Such 
illiterates are nmeh fewer this year than last. But the general profi- 
ciency in English Ooniposltion is still vei’y low — much lower than in 
most other subjects of the programme, though it is the most important 
of all. Banctiiation is still very bad. Many use full stops with regular 
capitals following, where a sentence does not end at all, and where a 
mere comma should be used. Others almost seem as if ])hysically in- 
capahle ot making a full atop, for they invariably finisb off by patting 
on a tail — converting it into a comma. 

iNTJELLiaENCB IN SUBJECT Mattbb OP Tp-XT. — I n one particular 
question tbe candidates were asked to explain in their own words the 
meaning of four simple p.'us.sages selected from “ Tho L.ady of the lake.” 
Their answer.s show quite clearly that they do not bake sufficient 
pains to underataud the text. Many obviously think that if they 
commit it accm-ately to memory that is quite enough. In .answering 
onr question many seized on some expression that did not require 
explanation at all, leaving the real diiiicnlty untouched. Their remark- 
able deficiency in this vitally important part of their programme will be 
beat illustrated by a few examples. 

In the Fifth Canto of tho “ Lady of the Lalcc," FitzJaincs and his 
companions are galloping towards Stiiding, sweeping sw'iftly past various 
places. This couplet wius given for explamation : 

“They mark just glanco anil cllsuppear 
The lofty brow of ancient Kicr.” 

Hero til 0 only <lifliculby lies in the "worda y/fmee and disajype^ir: who 
ov what glanced and disappeared “1 But this is just what tlie majority of 
the candidates were not made to understand. A great many fought &hy 
of the real point ; and of those who attempted to goto tho heart of the 
matter, by fiir the greatest number explained it in this sense: — “they 
saw the brow of ancient Kier, glanced at it, aud then 
Not more than about one in fifty correctly Gx^^laineil the couplet as 
meaning that the riders marked the brow of ancient Kier just glancing 
and disappearing, 

Ellen, the “Lady of the Lake,” speaking of her absent father, 
says : — 

** Rly sire’s tall form might grace the part 
Of Fcmigus or Asoabart." 

(Here all the editiou.s explain in a note that Ferragus and Ascabart 
were two giants). A considerable number of canilidates explained tlie 
first four words as meaning “ my horse's tall form.” 

In the description of the archeiy contest in the Sports at Stirling, is 
the following couplet : — 

“ But chief, beside tlie butts, there staud 
Bold Robin Hood aud all his baud." 
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■ A great many — probiilily oiie-tKird — of the c.aniliilates imdemtood that 
the real Ilohiu Hood, with Libtlo John, Friar Tuck, &o. — all dead for 
four centuries — were proaont at Stirling. 

FitaJames, wliwi las lior.so fails dead at the close of the chase, 
says : 

“ I lUllo tboiifflit ivlicji first tliy rein 
I sliickeJ upon Llio bfinka of Seine.” &c. 

Heue it came out that many candklatos — thougli every page of the text 
rings with ScotJand — thought that the chase took place, not hesule the 
Teithj hut ou the banks of Heiuo near Paris, 

Spelling. — The spelling of the majority may be jH’Ouounced satis- 
factory. But there is a considerable niiuoiily — say twenty per cent. — 
whose spelling is very bad. It so happened that all the candidates had 
to write the words saOder and loorn, and about one half wrote sadersnid 
woren. The misspells sliown in tlio following sentences were common. 
“Ferragus was & joint forty feet high.” ^^Ferragus and Ascabart were 
two jints^ “Pagodis an idle house,’* “a temple tor A^aid 

for is a water godesii.'* “ Glaive is u kind of soard.’' 

There is a considerable tcndenc}’ to answer more than is asked ) which 
not unfrequently leads the answerer to miss the real point. They are 
asked to give the ineaniug of recreant^ and several reply : — "liecreaut 
from Lathi recredo f give up niy belief,” ivhicli is no answer at all. 
Many still parse all the words (about 50), instead of the ten italioieed 
words they are asked to parse. When a question requires just four 
lines of the text to answer it, au examiner is almost pained to find a 
Candidate filling three pages of his book with quotation wholly irrelevant 
and useless. Generally the only penalty for this is loss of time; but 
sometimes, from the nature of the question, the redundancy becomes a 
downright error, and then there is loss of marks. 



Pjieparatoky Grade. — First Paper.— Girls. 

Peport of C. F. Bastable, ll.d. 

In this grade the answering was, on the whole, quite up to last year s 
standard, and showed that a largo number of the candidates had been, 
carefully prepared. 

The compositions wero, I think, somewhat poorer ; the really good 
essays were fewer, and there was no compensating improvement in the 
ordiuary compositions, which were of the usual character. 

On the othez' hand tiie answering in Gmmmav was much higher ; low 
marks in this part of the exaiuination being exceptional. Several 
candidates obtained 100 per cent., and many nzissed only one or two 
points. 

■ The prescribed portion of Scott had been made up carefully by most 
candidates, in many instances evidently learned by heart. 

This method, however, has its disadvantages. Some candidates wrote 
out twenty lines where only two were required, or hy giving too much 
Mowed that they cUd not catch the point of the particular question, md 
cousequently lost marks. At least fifty explained the word “ dmgle 
^ meaning a “bird,” misled by remembering the lines : 

** But still tke dingle's hollow throat 
Proloeged the swelling bugle-note." 

which occur in the text, 
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As tlie natitral result the answering was wc.akest wliero intelligence 
almie was neeJed. Thus, very few aiLswerotl Question 8 (cl).* 

Finally I would particularly notice the numerous cases of bad spelling 
of words to be found in the text. A very large nnnibcr — nearly one- 
half — sont in “ broach a smaller proportion — but still far too many — 

prei'crrcd “yeild”to “yield,” while “ dissapear '' was not uncommon, 
though tho correct spelling was given in tho examination paper. 
A little training in dictation would save candidates from losing marks 
in this way. 



Pbepauatouy Grade.— Second Fapek. — Bovs and Girls. 

Eeport of Eev. John B. M'Bridk, b.a., AnomnALD J. Nicolls, ll.b., 
and Eov. Daniel O’Loan, d.d. 

The answering of tho questions on this paper was very good. The 
average totals are high, and the number of failures extremely small. 
This satisfactory condition of things arises from tho answering of tlie 
.questions in hi.story and geography, for the questions on the text-book, 
though by no means difficult, were not at all well answered by a very 
large jiroportion of the boys. In this department we met with frequent 
evidence that the hoys had been specially ))rejiarcd on particular ques- 
tions, wbich the teachers thought likely to ho given. Now, this 
practice is in itself reasonable, no doubt, but, at tlio samo time, the 
remainder of tho text slionld not be neglected, as it must have been 
in tlie ca-ses we liave noticed; for in these eases tho hoys, instead of 
answering the questions asked, wrote out a very full answer to the 
questions they had heeu taught to expect. Many also failed to grasp 
tlie meaning of some questions. For instance, wlmn asked to “ men- 
tion the rea.sons which Irving gives for tho .statement that ‘there is 
souicthiiig in tlie very .soa.son of the year that gives a charm to the 
festivity of Ohristnuis V” a large luimlier, ignoring tho obvious meanitig 
of the question, mention a number of reasons which comnioud Christmas 
to their own peculiar tastes, 

IVe liuve again to cal! attention to the slovenly manner in which some 
children are taught — -not educated. Thoy are not taught the meaning 
of simple ami frequently occiiiTing words. Thus, in reply to the 
question “ Mention tho House or Lino to which each, of tlie niouarchs 
and each of their successors belonged 1” One boy wrote, “All belong 
to the Eoyal Line, all being sons of thole own successors.” This is by 
no means a solitary examqile, for it was not at all uncommon to find 
put down as the successor of a monarch, another monarch of the same 
name, but earlier in the order ; as, for example, 'William I. was made 
to succeed William II., and Edward II. to succeed Edward HI. 
“Edward II.," a hoj’' wrote, “succeeded his brother, Edward III.” 
Tliis boy, witli probably imconscious humour, put a note of interrogation 
after every statement he made. 

The answering in political geograjihy was decidedly good ; and we 
report with satisfaction that due care .seems to have been given by 
nearly all tho pupils to the geography of Ireland. 

On tho other hand, there was ahuudant evidence that sufficient care 
had not been given to the teaching of jrhyaical geography. A large 
proportion of pupils nia<le no atteinj)t to answer the questions as to 
maps. 

“ Give in jour own words the moaning of : — 

" Thej- mark just glance and di3.ippear 
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Junior, Middle, and Sistaoit Grades. — Co.iisiercial 
Kcport of C. F. Bastaule, ll.d. 

In the Sj3Nion OitADK the answoriug both in Geography and History 
may be closcribcd an *' fiiii*.” Xiiero ivei*e few bad failures, but there 
were no papers of fiiwcia) merit. A good many of the answera were 
unnecessarily wordy, and .seemed to indicate tliut the writers were in 
some doubt as to tlie points to bo stated. Some students believed that 
the Bank of England was established in tlio IGth Century, and others 
deferred its cimtion to 1819 !1 

The coj:‘ying manuscript did nob show as well as I had expected. 
Very ordinary abbreviations were mistaken by nearly all the candidates, 
and the general sense of the extract not rejnesentod in the copy. 

The Middle Grade was, taken all round, imsatisfjmtory. Tlie 
questions in Geography were for the most pai’t attempted with more or 
less success, but tliose in History wore answered very badly indeed, 
and the style of tlio pa]>ers was decidedly poor. I wais forcibly reminded 
of the mode of amsweiing in the Junior Grade of last ^’■ear, which had 
just tlie same defects. 

The only redeeming feature was in tlie manuscript copying which 
was much bettor than in the other Grades. 

I am glad to be able to report tlmt there is a distinct and considerable 
improvement in the duMon Ghade as compared with that of hist year. 
About two-bliirdH of tlio oamlulatcs showed that tliey had tried to study 
tlio subjects, and had not gone in or been sent in— trusting to chance. 
The Geography in particular was very much better, and the History, 
though still dkjfecfcivo, was not, save in. a few instance.s, passed over 
completely. 

Tbe copying mamiscript was somewhat improved, but not as much as 
might liavo roasouably been expected. Any word a little more illegible 
than tlio rest was either omitted or sometliiug that destroyed the mean- 
ing of the seutcnco substituted. 

A review of tho answering us a whole proves very plainly that it is 
quite feasible to impart an accurate knowledge of the leading features of 
Commercial History and Geography. But it also prtives that this can 
Only bo done by ayatomatic teaching. Tlie pupil wlio baa been crammed 
with a few cliHCoimcoted facts about industrial inventions and com- 
mercial products caimob deal auccessfnlly with a properly constructed 
examination paper. A knowledge of the broad gouei’al facts in their 
proper connexion, and with due attention to their I’elative magnitude 
Rud importance, ia absolutely essential, and with tlie numerous text- 
books now available, such knowledge could be supplied without any 
great expenditure of time. 



PRECIS. 

Midi>le and Senior Grades. — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of R. Donovan, b.a. 

■A. slight improvement was exhibited in this year’s examination in 
Precis Writing. It was less marked, however, in the Middle Grade than 
^ the Senior. In the former grade the good papers were a small, an 
almost insignificant minority, though they were of such a quality and in 
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suclicontra.st wifclithe defective pa)KM‘5,{iF5 tojirove fclie othicational vttlueof 
tlio exorcise wlicjn it is propej*ly iindei-Mtoud aud pcactificd. The Senior 
Grade papers were fair. 'I’lierc in aLillj Iiowcv(!r, in the minds of most 
of the candidates a couaiduraUc eoiituHion us to tho proper form of a 
precis. They fail to (UtitiiigiusU lietwoen a narrative based on the 
letters of a coiTespoiulenoo, and a doscriptiou of the contents of the 
letters. Much more iuteJiigonce was displayed this year by the Senior 
Candidates, however, in discnininaliug botweeii the iiuportaufe and the 
unimportant facts detailed in tlio correspondence submitted to them. 
The advance on last year’s work, iu this respect, was manifest. 



TRENCH. 

Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Repoi-t of Frederic Spencer, m.a. 

With the exception of the Over Age candidates, the work of thisgi'ade 
was generally satisfactory. Tlie easier grammar questions were, on the 
whole, well answered, but much weakness was displayed in the answers 
to questions on word-formation, aud on XVIIth Century Syntax. The 
juissage set for translation from English into French was. no doubt, 
somewhat difficult, but, notwithstanding generous marking, the number 
of foiliu'es in this part of the paper was unduly large. Tho prepared 
and uuprepai*ed translation yvas very satisfactorily done by a large pro- 
portion of the candidates, and the number of failures on the whole paper 
w'aSj relatively, very small. Many marks were lost by carelessness in 
the matter of accents. Several candidates too, as usually happens, seem 
to have exercised great ingenuity to avoid answering consecutively any 
two questions which stood next to one another on tho printed paper. 
If such offender realized the possibility of some of their answers being 
overlooked when they are thus written without reference to the order 
of questions, they would doubtless be more careful in this particular. 



Senior Grade Girls, 

Report of Frederic Spencer, m.a. 

The remarks made as to the papers of the boys in this grade apply 
generally to those of the girls also. The general standard of attainment 
was very creditable, the weakest points being composition, syntax, and 
word-formation. On the whole paper the girls did rather better than 
the boys, but their papers were marked by very general failure to locate 
a line from one of the most famous passages of the prepared play of 
Corneille. 



Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Professor Albert Barrere. . , 

The work in grammar was very satisfactory, showing a i^ound know- 
ledge of verbs. The second portion of question 6, however, “ Under 
what circumstances is the c of vaincre replaced by the combination qu ^

How far is tliis change nccesaaiy for coiTect representation of prp^ 
punciation 1 ” wjia not understood hy many, whilst tlie majority dealt 
with it in a carclcsH and thoughtless manner. 

TIig colloquial phra.so.s of '‘compoaition " proA-ed a failure in moat 
cases, a correct I'ciidcving of (6) write a fair copy of your tinnslation ” 
not being given by a single candidate, though the phrase should be 
current in any French chisa. The same remark may well apply to 
question (c) “ you tako too much trouble.” 

The composition tost evinced an extensive vocabulary, but the 
constniction was generally iuacuuratc, the results having been often 
a mere jumble of words. Singular verbs, or even infinitives, were used 
in many cases with plural nouns ; the article was frequently represented 
by d le, tie de les, etc., and the spelling was faulty. With a view of 
rectifying these deficiencies, I should recommend constant practice in 
dictation, and t)ie rtjti'anslatioii of an easy French passage thoroughly 
prepared beforehand, tlien read out slowly in English by the tutor, and 
ti*an8lated at once by the pupils, first orally then in writing. 

The prepared translations and accompanying questions were very well 
done indeed, and showed careful preparation and a thorough acquaintance 
with the set books. The translations at sight were of equally good 
quality, though somewhat lacking in elegance. 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Eeport of Professor Albert Barrere. 

The grammar questions were very well answered, with the exception 
of number 5, bearing on “ the necessity of replacing the c of vaincre 
Under certain cii*cumstance.s.'' 

The colloquial part of tlie “ composition ” was decidedly poor. Hardly 
One candidate succeeded in translating correctly phrase (6) : “ write a 
fair copy of your translation.” Ck)mposition proper was more accurate, 
the vocabulary being considerable, and the idiomatic portions fairly 
well rendered. 

The prepared translations and translations at sight were very satis- 
fhetory, and many were remarkable on account of their finish and 
elegauce. 

Eeferences and questions to test the familiarity of students T\dth the 
set books wero not, as a rule, so well dealt with. 



Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of John W. Bacon, w.a. ; W. F. Butler, m.a. ; and Rev. 

W. Moore Morgan, ll.d. 

Of the six questioiis in French graiumar three were con*ectly answered 
a great majority of the candidates. T'hese are the questions 
dealing with the plural and feminine of nouns and adjectives, the 
formation, of adverbs, and the irregular verb.s. Few candidates,^ 
however, gave the fidl answer to question 3 — '‘Illustrate the different 
waya of expressing dimension iu French, using as an instance the 
sentence « this well is seventy feet deep the majority suggesting but 
one form. The first portion of question 4— ‘' Give the meaning of the 
J'rench words rester, travailler^ la journdCf u^urisux , and the Frenclr 
Words for to resit to (ravel, the journeyt injurious — proved a stumbling 
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block to seventy per cent, of the oaiuliclatea, who apparently thought 
that the Exaininers wei-e supplying them with the answer in the question 
itself. The sixth question — “ State aiul illustrate the difference between 
de qui atiA dont" — wa.s onlj' fully answered in four or five oases, the 
others, as in question 3, giving but one point of difference. 

'The composition was on the whole weak, and displayed a want of 
knowledge on the part of many candidates of even the most familiar 
French idioms. 

The translation of the authors was in most cases accurate and 
complete, while about half the candidates gave a very fair rendering of 
the passage for translation at sight. 



Junior Grade, — Girls. 

Report of James Boielle, d.a. 

Good as the results of the examination, viewed as a whole, were last 
year, they are even better this. 

Absolute failures were very few, considering the large number of 
papers 3 fully half were most creditable, and a very large number excellent. 
The work retieots great credit upon both teachers and taught, and, at 
this stage of the knowledge of the language, is full of promise. 

In the grammar, question 4 on the homonyms was a comparative 
failure. The number of candidates, even among the best, who failed to 
give the difference, for example, between la tache and la tAche, or to 
tiuiislate injurieux into English and injurious into French was 
astonishingly large. A knowledge of these homonym':, even at this 
stage, is, in my opinion, of the highest importance. Ignorance of them, 
is the cause of a great deal of mis-trauslation and even misconception 
both in translation and composition. No. 5 question on the verb was 
remarkably well done throughout and showed that this important part 
of speech, the pivot in fact on which every sentence turns, was thoroughly 
looked after. In conclusion I should like to say tliat 1 don’t think a 
better set of papers could have been submitted to any examiner, which 
is high pi-aise. I should like to mention also that one candidate obtained 
full marks both in composition and prepared books, both being without 
a single blemish. 



Preparatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Jons W. Bacon, ji.a., Lydie Hecoudun, and 
V. Stbinberqer, m.a. 

The French Grammar questions in the Preparatory Grade was on the 
whole satisfactorily answered. The chief dilficulty seemed to be the 
second part of question 4 — “ Conjugate negatively-interrogatively the 
pres, indie, of se laver" — which was correctly given by only twenty per 
cent, of the candidates. ^ 

The Composition displayed a marked improvement on last years 
work. The standard of full marks was closely approached in several 
instances, whilst the majority of candidates scored relatively high marks. 

The translation of the authors was fair, but was marred in many 
cases by slovenliness and neglect of the direction as to “ word-for-word 
translation. 

The translation at sight was the weakest point, and it would bo well if 
more attention were devoted to that part of the programme. 
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PllEPABATOIlY GkADE. — G iBBS. 

Kojioi't of FllKDKRIC SPBKOEIt, M.A. 

Tile geiienil ohavaotei- of tlio work was vciry aalisfiictoi-y, and, with 
few exooptioiia, tlio uhhIukihh and logiljility of the papevs left nothing to 
he desired. Most oimdidati‘H, too, followed in their answers tlie order 
of questions in tho priutud papcir, in whicii particular it would he well 
for the boys in all gi'iides to follow their oxainplo. A large iiuiuher of 
candidates displayed groat wenknoss in their answers to a question on 
the conjugation of verba, many indeed failing to write out correctly the 
present indicative of the auxiliary verb elre. Inaccuracy in the matter 
of accents was so very general as to suggest forcibly that many teachers 
fail to impress on their inipils that the diflbrenee between e, e and e 
corresponds to a real and important distinction of sounds. The English 
spelling of a large luunber of candidates was also very unsatisfactory, 
and simple words in common use were often so misspelt a.s to be almost 
unrecognisable apart from the context. The frequent introduction of 
Latin, German, and even Italian words into the renderings from English 
into French again suggested that many young students are burdened 
with a greater number of subjects than they are able to cope with 
adequately. Notwithstanding the most precise directions, many girls 
failed to understand what was required from them in the matter of 
Word-for-word coiistriiing. That the teaching of French in some schools 
is of a perfunctory and far from stimulating type was demonstrated not 
only by the style of many translations into English, but by remarkably 
wide-spread ignorance as to tho personal history of Marie Antoineiiej 
who plays an. important part in the narrative of the prepared book. 
Even the title of this book, which contains her name, was (spontane- 
ously) timslated with grotesque inaccuracy by many candidates. 



COMMEROIAL FRENCH. 



Junior, Middi.e, and Seniob Gr-^des. 

Bots and Girls. 

Report of V. Steinbekgeb, m.a. 

The answering in Commercial French has been, especially in the 
Junior Grade, decidedly inferior. The great majority of candidates 
seem not to have prepared the subject, and had evidently only chanced 
it in order to increa.se the total of their marks. The number of failures 
13 therefore great and honour marks are few. 

Candidates presenting themselves in this subject ought to remember 
that these papers are set in order to test their knowledge of expi essions 
used in commerce and industries, and that, without proper acquaintance 
with these terms, they cannot expect to obtain a certificate foi pro- 
ficiency in Commercial French. . 

The translation of the English passages into French was, witfi few 
oxTOptious, poor in all three grades. , 

The rendering of the continuous French passages was not much 
better on account of the scanty knowledge of French commercial 
terms. 
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To give an idea of tka want of proi)aration, tke following samples may 
suffice. In tlie Junior Grade the e.'cpre.s.sioii “ une faelure soldie ” -was 
frequently rendered liy “a fractured soldier, a solid factory, a soda 
factory, a solved factor,” ami yet faclure, (invoice) i.s quite an elementary 
word in commerce. Other very usual words as assoeid, remloursement, 
hilan, aciionnaire, found few translators in this grade. 

The word “ kilo " was tran.olatud i)y several caudidates of the Senior 
Grade by “ Kilometre.’' Many in thi.s grade found it difficult to trans- 
late certain expresaion-s into Ercncli licoauso they did not understand the 
meaning of the English commercial terms. 

The answering of tho girls was in general .superior to that of the hoys 
and gave evidence of mor’o careful preparation. 



GERMAN. 

All Geades. — Boys. 

Report of Aleiskt M. Selss, ll.d. 

The examination of boys this year has led to favourable results, though, 
with the exception of the Junior Grade, these results were not as 
brilliant ns in the case of the girls. 

The failures were few, especially in the Senior and Middle Grades. 
In the two lower grades they were more numerous ; and this is easily 
explained, and might almost bee.xpoctcd, from tho nature of the German 
language, which is easy for slightly advanced students, and probably 
easier than other modern, and all ancient languages, while tlie first steps 
in it are hard. A beginner in German has to learn a new alphabet for 
reading; helms to acquire the German handwriting; he must hecomS 
familiar with new rules for the order of words in a semlence, and he 
must learn how to decline adjectives and nouns with difl’erent termina- 
tions for each case, gender and mimbor. Without a knowledge of all 
this a rudimentary aoquaiutaucc with Gorman is impossible. As theso 
difficulties arc not mot witli in cither English, Erenoh, or Italian, it is 
to he expected that in tho first start Gcrnuiu will prove a troublesome 
language to learn, and that tho failures among beginners will be numerous. 
Sub-sequeiitly the language becomes easier to all British-born students 
than any of the Romance languages. To this I attribute much of the 
ill-success of candidates in the Preparatory and Junior Stages. 

I will not enter into special defects of the ]iaper.s, except so far ns to 
mention tliat tho German modified vowels iv, o and H are still con- 
stantly ignored or passed over by tho majority of candidates, and that 
tho pronoun ioh, or I, is con.sisteiitly spelt with a capital in the first letter; 
Among the thousand candidates perhaps twenty wrote ic/» as it should 
be written ; the rest wrote leh. 

The surprising fondue.ss of stories observable in young persons was 
strongly brought home to mj' miiul by the long and harrowing tales of 
Heiimich Von Eicheufcls’ escajio from tho cave of the robbers. Candi- 
dates, who knew little or no German, had read his story, or at all events 
could tell it, and I had to read it about five hundred times. 

The ingenuity of some boys in guessing the meaning of hard words 
Was amply displayed in Oiie-lialf of tho papers. Sometimes it became 
ludicrous. Sdilupjwwihe.l, which means a lurking-place, they translated 
by a periwinkle, oesterreichiscli or Austrian by Eaet&rn ; ungansch or 
Hungarian by underdone, and GeueraJ Tilly they thought was Wilham 
Tell, or else a female commonly called Matilda. 
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All Grades. — Girls. 

Tlie palm foi' having given the best answer-papers in German de- 
cidedly belongs to the girls. It was a girl who was first in the Senior 
Grade; also in the hriddle and Preparatory. Only in the Junior Grade 
the boys are decidedly leading. 

The girls have one or two peculiarities not found in boys. One is 
that they rarely_know_ a nominative from an accusative. In English, 
prench and Italian this may make little difference, because the two cases 
are alike in form, except in pronouns. But in German the accusative 
has generally a different form from the nominative ; and hence mistakes 
in confounding the two are veiy awkward. Another peculiarity of girls 
is their unnecessary lengthiness and misplaced care in answering (pues- 
tions. When asked for the first person of any tense, they generally give 
the first person plural along with the first person singular. In the 
third peraoii they regularly add the feminine and neuter, though all 
that was expected was the masculine. They also often give two or three 
different answers to the same question, leaving the examiner to choose 
the best. 



CoMMRRCuL Papers. — Senior, Middle, and Junior Grades 
OF BOTH BolS AND GiRLS. 

The commercial answer-papevswevenotinany — only twenty -seven — but 
they were good. There was no failure. The lowest mark awarded was 
34 per cent. The best paper was written by a girl of the Senior Grade. 
Next to her came two boys of the same grade. As an examiner I can 
only express my wish that this useful department of the Intermediate 
Education course may become as popular as it deserves. 



ITALIAN. 

Senior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 
lleport of Rev. W, H. Murphy, b.d. 

In this grade a high level of excellence was roaehod by a large majority 
both of boys and girls ; a small minority of each was exceedingly 
weak. 

In Composition the superiority of boys over girls was maintained ; 
indeed the composition of the girls, though creditable, was not good in 
proportion to their answering in other questions on the paper. 

The manner of handling the questions in Grammar was very satis- 
factory, and evidenced careful and thorough teaching. 

Gnstinted praise may, generally speaking, be given to the translation 
both of prescribed and unseen piissages. The former indeed, it was 
plain, were frequently done from memory, but on tlie other hand in the 
latter the ease and accuracy with which the meaning was seized, and 
the correct and sometimes graceful English in which it was exhibited, 
hear cheering evidence to the general cultivation in many cases attained 
to in the Intermediate Schools. 



Middle Grade. — Bovs and Girls. 

Except in reference to the Grammar questions unreserved praise 
cannot be given to the answering whether of boys or of girls in this grade. 

In one respect, indeed, the Middle Grade answer hooks were of special 
interest, in os much as they effectively challenged the superiority of 

E 
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toys over girls in Composition. Nine girls obtained marks ranging from 
68 to 89 per cent, of the total of marks assigned to Composition 
while only four boys pass 68j and not one attains to 89 per cent, of 
the same total. 

Notwithstanding however these high results obtained by a not in- 
considerable number of students, the Composition in the main was 
inferior, and the translation both of prescribed and unseen passages was 
inferior, this inferiority being more marked in the girls than in the 
boys. 

It seems hard to account for the unfamilmrity with the passages from 
the Lombardi alia Prima Crociata shown by a large number of 
students. 

Little evidence appears in the answer-books of the knowledge of 
history and geography necessary for an intelligent reading of the text 
books. One easy question was set to test this knowledge, viz ; — “ 'Write 
short notes on adda, Chiaranumte, J gioghi del Tauro.” Only com- 
paratively few students even attempted an answer. 

“ Briefly describe the conception of the author as carried out in the 
Botti Rornatie, and his scope in writing the work.” This question was 
designed to ascertain whether any general knowledge was possessed of 
the book, as distinct from the power to parse and construe its pages. 
To reply to tba question one need not wander outside the text, blot 
even one student gave an answer which could at all be regarded as 
adequate. 



Junior Grade. — Boys and Girds. 

The answering of the Grammar questions in this Grade was somewhat 
disappointing. Question i* which deals with a point that ought to he 
veiy familiar, was not attempted hy many, and was treated fully by 
none. 

The Composition, which required a knowledge of some simple idioms, 
was, in very many oases, siuqirisingly good. The boys, viewed as a 
whole, are still slightly superior to the girls in Composition. 



Preparatory Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

The answering all round was very good, — more specially in the case 
of the boys. In Composition they quite distanced their girl competitors. 
In reference to this matter of the relative excellence of boys and girls 
in Composition, it is remarkable that the fact observed last year is re- 
peated this year, viz., the superiority of the boys is marked in the 
Preparatory Grade, sinks almost to vanishing point in the J unior and 
Middle Grades, and reappears in decisive form in the Senior Grade. 

A gi'eat advance aiipeara in the translation at sight this year, notably 
in the work of the hoys. It i.s a standing complaint that when studente 
are asked to translate an unseen passage, they do not seem to realise 
that the passage when done into English should in.ake sense. They 
give you a word for word a ersion, but rarely an intelligible statement. 
This corojdiiint applies, indeed to much of this year’s work in all the 
Grades. But the answer books in the Preparatory Grade seem to show 
that special oaro has been bestowed on this point of the programme, and 
the results are full of promise. 

Two easy questions were set to test tho acquaintance of the students 
with geographical and historical allusions contained in the text. The 

• “4. Can ewercand or'cre he used indiscriminately as auxiliary verbs ? Illustrate 
your answer by examples.” 
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(uiawerinig "was iiot satisfactory. Almost all the candidates correctly 
rendered the sentence in which occurs the phrase “ la breccia di Pcn-ta 
Pia," but only the aaialleat fraction had any knowledge of the significant 
historical incident to -which this phi-ase refers. 

COMMBEOIAL.— SeNIOK AND MiDDLB GeADES. — B oYS AND GlELS. 

There were in all hut ten candidates. 

The papers examined disclosed a most marked advance on the 
answering of last year. ^AIl the candidates got honour marks, and 
some of the papei-s were of conspicuous merit. Perhaps, howe-ver, it is 
not even yet sufficiently realised that a copious and readily available 
vocabulai-y of technical phrases should he the first acquisition of a 
student in this branch of Italian. 



SPANISH. 

Sehioe, Middle, and Junioe Grades.— Boys and Girls. 

Re.port of V. Stbinbergee, m.a. 

The candidates who presented themselves for examination in Spanish 
showed a fair knowledge in Grammar. The defects are the same as 
pointed out in my former reports — weakness in the composition and 
translation of Spanish into English. These defects point evidently to 
the fact that only a short time has been devoted to the study of tlris 
language. 



CELTIC. 

Bovs — All Grades. Girl.s — Prepakatoey and Junior Gkades. 

Reports of T. J. Flannery. 

Preparatory Grade. — Boys. 

The answering in this Grade was generally good, and the results 
must be considered very satisfactory — more than three-fourths of all the 
candidates having passed, and nearly two-thirds of the passes being 
in honours. 

Both the composition and the pai-aing showed a great improvement 
on those of last year. If some of the candidates occasionally piece out 
their Celtic sentences -with a word which is not Celtic, it is perhaps 
hardly to be wondered at, stored as the students are just then with 
varied learning. For instance “Ta leabhar agara " was given 
mom than once as the Irish for “ I have a new book;” so also “That 
music is very sweet,” was rendered “ Ti'n ceol sin tres mibs.” While 
the candidates may have thought there was little difference between 
Gallic and Gaelic, they should be told that such mixture offends against 
purity of style, especially as there is no occasion for such borrowing — 
from French, English, or other language. 

The translation at sight wa.s done with very fair success — more than 
a half of the whole number scoring over 25 per cent, of the total marks ; 
the fact that the piece was verse instead of prose, apparently makmg 
little difl'erence, as its style was simple. The grammar questions showed 
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the weakest answering. Tlie error of writing “ cnoc nios ilrde " for 
cnoc as dirde (a liiglier hill) was very general — though the students 
are not ao mnoh to blame for it as some of the current "rammars 
which deal too exclusively with mere inflections, and too little with 
phrases and constructions. 

JuNioit GtEA.de. — Boys. 

The results in the Junior Grade are, as might be expected, stiU more 
satisfactory than those in the Preparatory Grada Of 270 boys only 
29 failed, "the great bulk of the passes moreover being in honoura.' 

The pieces from the prescribed authors were generally well handled 
though a few students shii-ked tlio word-for-word translation. The 
translation at sight was in most oases extremely well done — many of 
the candidates scoring the maximum number of marks. The com- 
position showed a great improvement on that of last year — giving niuoli 
more evidence of the practice of writing and con-structing Irish sentences. 
Por the “ imperfect ” tense of buailim (I strike), many gave the perfect 
or past, — gave do bhuaileas instead of ch hhuailinn. But this mistake 
should not have been made, as the name “ imperfect ” is generally 
recognised in Irish grammars, and the tense corresponds — partly at 
least — to that which hears this name in Latin, French, and other 
languages. Past-habitual would jierhapa be a better name for the 
Irish imperfect. 

The penmanship in both tho lower Grades was remarkably good — in 
many cases beautiful. As long as this does not distract from more use- 
ful accomplishments it is of course to be commended. In a few cases, 
however, there was fine penmanship, but little knowledge — this is to 
he condemned. Very few instances occurred of candidates who wrote 
each letter separately — those who went to such unnecessary labour 
paying for it heavily, in finding at the end that they had not answered 
half the questions. 

Middle Gkadb. — B ovs. 

In this Grade the numbers presented were higher than those of last 
year — 58 as sgainst 45 ; it was the only Grade, however, in which 
this was the case. All but fiv e of them passed, no less than forty taking 
honoura. 

Among the questions well answered were the Composition and the 
translation of the Irish phra-ses. The Analysis question, though fairly 
still, was in many cases correctly answered, and it was pleasant to see 
that a larger proportion of candidal es attempted the question than was 
the case last year. Detailed analysis is too much like parsing to he a 
good practical exercise— a broad, general analysis of a passage into its 
sentences, stating the nature of each, and its relation to the others, being 
not only sufficient hut really forming a better exercise. 

It would tend to a more exact underataudlng of the subject if teachers 
in speaking of the degrees of comparison in Irish would adopt the 
practice of calling awtisfe (e.g.) ‘ comparative and superlative ’ ot itasal — 
just as in nouns fear (a man) is now nominative and accusative ; and if 
they would point out that uaisle — alone and unaccompanied by any 
particle or ‘ sign ’ — is the real comparative (and superlative) degree. 
Whether is or as or ni as (nios) or ha — ^or whether none of these words 
should accompany the form, as in questions and negations — is altogether 
a matter of syntax, and has nothing to do witli the expression of the 
coniparativo degree as such. It is a great mistake to consider is or as 
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or nlos or anything else a mere ‘sign’ of a degree, or in any way 
corresponding to plus in Preneh, or magis in Latin. But most of the 
current Irish grammars are very misleading on this point. 

Senior Grade.— Boys. 

The answering of the Senior Grade students in this subject was this 
year far above the average, and some of the papers were excellent. 
Of the IG candidates who presented themselves, 15 got into the 
honours division, only 1 getting a bare pass. There was no failure. 

The set pieces were, as usual, well answered, and so was the ques- 
tion (9) giving sentences for translation from the “Ti-ish Phrase Book.” 
The questions on Joyce's “Names of Places” were more accurately 
answered than usual. The grammar questions in general were fairly 
well done. Including the analysis and parsing. With regard to parsing, 
it might be well to consider if the exercise in the two upper Grades 
should not be required to be done altogether in Irish. It would require, 
of course, a knowledge of Irish grammatical terms— a subject, hOH'ever, 
neglected in the later Irish grammars ; in any case, a year’s notice of 
any such change would he advisable. 

The composition in many cases was really very good. But it may be 
questioned if in the Middle and Senior Grades something more of the 
nature of original, composition, than that which now hears the name, 
should not be required. A short letter, for instance, a short story, 
a hit of description, an historical incident, a biographical sketch, or 
such like, would be for more interesting to the students, and would be 
a better test of knowledge. Candidates would have to be limited as to 
the number of lines. But in this, as in the case above mentioned, ample 
notice should be given. 

Whilst the answering generally in the upper Grades has been satis- 
factory and solid, one would like to see some dawnings of the light of 
philology amongst the students. In most of our Irish schools and 
colleges, every phenomenon of language appeai-s still to he explained 
by the principle of euphony. Yet we might fairly expect youths who 
are learning two or three languages besides English to have some notion 
of what philology is, and some intelligent idea of the relationship and 
analogies of the languages they are learning. 

Preparatory and Junior Grades — Girls. 

There were no special papers in Celtic for girls this year — the same 
questions having been set to girls and boys. The number of girls was 
slightly in excess of those in 1895 — eight as against /re. Three of the 
eight presented themselves in the Preparatory Grade, the rest in the 
Junior. There was no girl candidate in either of the upper Grades. 
All passed successfully, six of them in honours — proving this year 
again that in this subject they are not infeiior to the boys present^ in 
the same Grades. 

Whilst noting the slight increase in the miruber of gu’is who pre- 
sented themselves for examination in Irish this year, two things in 
connection with this matter still remain a mystery to the examiner : 
(1) the absence of any girl student in the upper Grades, and (2) the 
strange discrepancy and disproportion between the number of boys who 
take “ Celtic ” and the number of girls. When betw-een 600 and 700 
boys compete for prizes and honours in Irish and only eight girls, the 
only inference one can draw is that parents in Ireland do not wish them 
daughters' to be as Irish — or as intelligent — as their sons. But it is 
rather hard on the daughters ot Ireland, 
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DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

Sesiob Grade. — Girls only. 

Eepoi't of Elizabeth Moore. 

T)ieve Wiis one very noticeable improvement in the papers this year 
i.e,, the answers were more concise than in 1895 ; there is still, however' 
room for improvement in this respect. Candidates ought to understand 
that by mating the answers longer than is necessary they do not improve 
them, and when they do not know the answer to a question it is useless 
to vouchsafe infonnution on some other topic. 

I should recommend candidates to study more carefully “ The Laws 
of Health,” and to make up the various points in their text-books more 
accurately, so that their answers may be less vague than they were in 
some cases this year. 

I sliould warn candidates against learning off definitions without first 
getting to understand their memiing. 



Middle Grade. 

Report of Fannie Gallauer. 

The Middle Grade answering this year wms, on the whole, promising, and 
suggested a satisfactory movement onward from tho Junior Grade level. 
Intelligent candidates had little difficulty in giving an assurance of their 
knowledge of the subject, and some of the answers testified to their 
capacity to hecorae efficient home-governors in the natural course of time. 

It is rather strange that a greater number failed in instructing a 
servant how to make pastry than in describing liow house-drains should 
be laid, and noxious gases prevented from returning to the house — a 
fact which clearly points to the necessity of the teacher laying as much 
stress on the practical as on the theoretical side of the study. It 
would seem, indeed, that many of tho oompotitors had over-prepared 
themselves, and wore, therefore, less able to attack the simple questions 
than those which inquired grave consideration. For instance, there 
were many who could ventilate a room on scientific principles to per- 
fection, and yet collapsed in presence of the request to tell how green 
peas should ha cooked. 

The usual temptation to play with the paper was irresistible occa- 
sionally, and candidates who knew what they were about gave answers 
botli serious and comic to several questions. This, no doubt, relieved 
their feelings, but examiners, as a rule, requii'e only the former, and 
are apt to resent the loss of time resulting from the latter. On this 
account it would be no harm if heads of schools impressed on their 
pnpils the desirability of leaving their humour outside of the examina- 
tion hall, or of confining their attention to a rational display of knowledge 
calculated to raise the credit of their school in the judgment of the 
public, and their own individual credit in the judgment of their school. 

That the gi-eiit majority of the girls were conscientiously taught, no 
one reading tho answer-hooka could for one moment honestly doubt, 
for there was plenty of proof in every direction. But many of them 
have yet to learn that it does not need a wheel to break a butterfly’s 
wing, and that simjdicity, conciseness, clearness, and, of course above 
aU, accuracy, have much greater value in the long ran than heights of 
fancy, depths of argument, and a stretch of detail, which combine to 
■ destroy all sense of proportion in the answers, and to produce a strained 
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J UNiOR Grade. — Girls okly. 

Report of Fannie Gallaher and Elizabeth Moore. 

The main point to be noticed in the general character of this year’s 
answers, is that a wholesome development of consciousness of ignor- 
ance is retarded by an unwliole.soma determination to conceal it. Time 
was when a yonng candidate freely allowed her examination-paper to 
reflect her inmost mind on its subject ; but now she has learnt the de- 
fensive art of producing clouds and mists, and, as a consequence, the 
eiaminer has to find out the substance of her knowledge in a heap of 
more or less irrelevant details. We think if written examinations 
were more of an every day occurrence in schools, teachers would have a 
better opportunity of pointing out to their pupils that an examiner’s 
nerves and patience are worthy of considomtion, and of impressing upon 
them how useless it is to give imsouglit-for information. The anxiety 
to answer correctly shows unpleasant symptoms of an inclination to re- 
duce itself to the low level of an anxiety to make marks. 

In regard to the s))ecial character of the answers, we found that 
those bearing on practic,oI household matters were least satisfactoiy, 
and that liome-instructiou bore witness to an amount of neglect which 
conld not, in any form, be laid to the charge of school-education. 
Bright girls proved cn-sily that they were taught the laws of health and 
the theories of domestic common sense quite intelligently out of their 
text-books ; yet uiauy of these same girls had to invent their methods 
of cooking eggs, and to gazo into the ideal concerning the making of 
bread. for the dull girls, very few of them failed to give evidence 
(by means of the residue of knowledge they offered as answers) that the 
main facts of tlie course had juissed through their brains within a recent 
date. 

If we might make a couple of auggesiioiis— one would be to the teachers 
that they should instruct thoir pupils how to express themselves more 
clearly and distiuctly, hiisiug their answei’s on reason even in the 
simplest matters, and allowing practical illustrations to have full 
■weight in the formation of their judgment ; and the second ■would be 
to the students — -to study tlicir Domestic Economy in a more serious 
and student-like fashion, loss as a subject about which every girl is 
bound to know something, and more as a subject which forms an ex- 
cellent stepping-stone to many others, and which, common-place though 
it may be, will stand their friend in every path of life. 



PLANE 'TRIGONOMETRY. 

Senior Grade. — Boys. 

Repdi-t of Francis A. Tarleton, ll.d., sc.d. 

The answeidng in Trigonometry by the boys of the Senior Grade 
showed in many cases great intelHgence in tlie answerer, as well as good 
training on the part of his teacher. 

The former of these oharaoteristios was moat plainly exhibited in the 
case of questions in which it was necessary to ascertain the rele-vanoy to 
the original question of the solutions furnished by the algebraical pro- 
cesses employed, or to give the utmost possible generality to the results 
obtained in the first instance. 
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On the other hand it was plain that not a few boys had been taught 
more than they were able to assimilate, or that they were trying°to 
make use of processos whose import they did not understand. 

Some had even failed to grasp the inonning of the symboks and the 
notation which they employed, and .showed great want of wisdom in 
presenting themselves for examination in a subject of which, as they 
should have been well aware, they had no real knowledge what- 
ever. 



Senior Grade — G mis. 

Report of Henry C. M'Weeney, u.a. 

The answering, though good in a few oases, was on the whole 
indifferent. Thera was a general disposition to ignore angles other 
than those lying between 0° and 180°. The majority of the candidates 
did not appear to have had much experience in elimination. The 
questions answered with most success were those on the properties and 
solution of triangles. 



ALGEBRA AND ARITHMETIO. 

Senior Grade.-— Bovs. 

Report of A. W. Panton, m.a., sc.d. 

The answering of tha boys of the jn-escribed age in Algebi-a and 
Arithmetic w.as lughly satisfactory. Nearly oue-third of those examined 
obtained Honours, and among them are many skilled algebraists, whose 
work affoichs evideune of Ciiroful fu'oparation and sound leaching. 
Although comparatively few reacliod the standard of 75 per cent., and 
no candidate obt-ained the full total, this appears to be due to the length 
of the paper rather tliiiu to its difficulty ; ami to the, pirobably, unusual 
character of one or two of tha questions in Arithmetic. Several boys 
who scored nearly full marks in Algebra lost more than half the 20(.l 
marks attainable iu Arithmetic. Not more than one or two boys 
secured full marks for the first part of the first question, which required 
a proof of the possibility of reducing vulgar fractions to decimals either 
terminatmg or recurring. With reference to the fifth question, in 
which the solution of a quadratic equation with literal coefficients was 
required, it may be well to state that no credit was given for an answer 
presenting the value of the unknown in a formula involving an unex- 
tracted square root ; aud full credit was given to those who obtained 
one root (unity) by inspection, and who inferred the remaining root by 
the aid of the theory of tha quadratic, 



Senior Grade. — Girls, 

Report of Patrick Kelly. 

Girls op the Prescribed Age. 

The answering of this Grade was in general fairly satisfactory, and 
iu particular instances, highly creditable. Even some of the unsuccess- 
ful candidates solved certain qmastions in such a masterly manner that 
the Examiner regrattod to find that they had not obtained the 
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minimum of marks entitling them to a pass. The answering was 
weakest in the theoretical part of Arithmetic, Binomial Theorem, and 
Elimination. The questions in Quadratic Equations of one and two 
unknown quantities and problems producing them, in ArithmeUoal and 
Geometrical Progressions, and in the non-theoretioal part of Arith- 
metic were dealt with in a manner which showed that the majority of 
the girls had been very carefully pi'epared in these divisions of the 

Programme.

The candidates were very few in number .and utterly unprepared. 



EUCLID. 

Senior Grade. — Bovs. 

Report of Arthur E. Lyster, m.a. 

The propositions on the Senior Grade Euclid paper were in general 
well answered. Tlie knowledge of the Sixth Book of Euclid was especially 
satisfactory. The deductions were not so well done, though that none 
of them were too difficult was shown by the fact that all of them were 
answered, in some cases with considerable elegance. 

Euclid’s definition of equality of ratios was in general well given, 
though some of the students confounded the sub-duplicate with the 
duplicate ratio of two lines by constructing a mean pro]iortional when 
a third proportional to two Iine.s was required. Some Students failed 
in their definition of “ similar figures ” by putting “reciprocally pro- 
portional” where the word “proportional” was required. 

The figures were in some emses very badly drawn, but as a rule the 
neatness of the drawing and the correctness of the work was worthy of 
high commendation. 



Senior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Charles Smith, m.a. 

The answering of the Senior Grade girls was much better, on the 
whole, than last year, especially in the problems, correct solutions of 
which were sent in by several students. 

Question 2 (Euclid II, 10) was answered by nearly all the candi- 
dates. Most of them supplied Euclid’s proof, but others sent in solu- 
tions in which geometrical and algebraic methods were ndxed in vary- 
ing proportions. 

In the fifth question the definition of the equality of two I'atios was 
correctly given liy most of the cfindidates, but in the proposition ap- 
pended (Enclid VI., 11) expressed in words differing from the enuncia- 
tion as usually given in the text-hooks a great variety of answering 
was shown. Some wrote out the proof of a different proposition, a 
good many gave the correct one without Bho^ving the connection be- 
tween the question as worded and the solution they supplied, while only 
a few gave the ronsoning complete. 
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The fii'st piobleni, wliioli was an exercise on tte figure of Euclid I 
47, was attempted by mauy but solved by very few. Wherever the 
construction of the figure is supplied an attempt at a solution is usuallv 
made by many candidates who leave untouched questions in which the 
lines to be drawn must bo thought out by tliemselves. 

Solutions of the remaining problems were supplied by several of the 
candidates, and wore often neatly and accurately worked out. The 
answering in this part of the work showed a marked advance on the 
corresponding portion for last year. 



Middle Giiade. —Boys or the Peesceided Age. 

Report of E. J. Hughes Dowling, e.a. 

Tho answering in this oxamination Wins highly creditable, not alone 
for the knowledge of the propositions, but also from the number who 
made successful attempts at oue or more of tho deductions. 

The prinoi))al faults to be found wore the fact that more tlian fifty 
per cent, of the pupils failed to define pamllel right lines correctly, and 
that many pupils made a poor attemiit at auawering the socoud part of 
HI., 16. This proiiosition was given on tho paper in tho indirect form, 
which is not the usual one adopted at present, with the result those 
pupils who were not quito clear in their ideas about tho indirect method 
o£ proof got quite confused and wrote things illogical and nnsoientifio, 
It would be well if pupils were asked to jorito out all tbo propositions of 
Book HI. depending on the indirect method of proof, as in this way 
the error's they commit in them would bo uioro clearly seen and could 
be more vivedly impressed on their mouiory. 

Tills was the first year Book VI. was prescribed, and the answei'ing 
was generally good. Many piipils would have done better if they knew 
what were tho legitimate transformations of a pro])ortion. For example 
I often got this. Since a:b : :b :c. a = c, and again, since a :b:: 
Old, .'.hy altermndo a:d:: c '.i. This points to tho fact that memory 
still plays a large part in the learning of Euclid. 

“ Duplicate ratio ” was generally rightly defined, but some pupils 
adopted the illogical method of defiiring it in one way and using quite a 
different one in the proof of VI., 19. 

As regards the methods of answering the principal fault was excessive 
abbre'viation. Many pupils in answering VI., 10, omitted to say the lines 
■were reciprocally proportional as if the whole proof did not turn on this 
word. 



Middle Grade.— Boys — Over age. 

Eeport of Robert W. Griffin, m.a., ll.d. 

The answering in Euclid of a few of the over-age Middle Grade boys 
was very good. A small number only attempted the deductions. Many 
failed altogether, and the answering on tire whole was unsatisfactory.

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omission of soma important step in thademonstration or the random use of 
the terms “therefore,” “but,” “ because,” “and," showed that the 
majority did not carry on a connected chain of reasoning. Eew of the 
candidates appeared to have been instructed in the method of writing 
out the demonstrations. 



Junior Grade. — Boys of the Pbesckided Aqb. 

Report of E, J. Hughes Dowling, d.a., John England, m.a., d.sc., 
Rev. Thomas R. Power, and Charles Smith, m.a. 

The answering of the J imior Grade boys was on the whole good and 
accurate. 

The questions on the first and second boohs of Euclid were worked 
out correctly by nearly all the candidates, but the answering in many 
instances was of such a mechauical nature as to suggest that the 
solutions had been learned by heart without a proper comprehension of 
tlie pi-inciples of geometry. Question 5 (Euclid II., 11) was in almost 
all oases correctly done, even by many who did nothing else on the 
paper, and in this respect was a great contrast to the solutions sent in 
for the next question (Euclid HI. 10). The figure in the latter pro- 
position was in general correctly drawn, but the reasoning was sadly 
misunderstood in very many cases. Proposition.5 of this kind in which 
the student must I’ea.soii .'ibout points and lines which he cannot 
acouMely draw on paper and where the order is essential, are a much 
better test of careful teaching and the student’s capacity than those 
which, as Euclid II., 11, are little more than an effort of memory. 

A considerable number of students tried several questions without 
succeeding in doing any correctly. Prequently portions of correct 
proofs were sent in accompanied by such hopeless attempts at the 
remainder that no credit could be given. 

The problem to bisect a triangle by a sti-aight line drawn from a 
given point on one of its sides was correctly solved by a large number 
of students. Many others who did not succeed in finishing it drew the 
correct figure from which we infer that they had seen the question 
before. We think it not unadvisable sometimes to set a well known 
question such as this, for though the student’s originality is less tested, 
it is well to allow encouragement to those teachers who do more with 
their pupils than the mere text of Euclid’s elements. 

The last problem, the solution of which depends on the fact that the 
angle in a given segment of a circle is of fixed magnitude was attempted 
by few students, but when attempted was generally done correctly. In 
most of the solutions the idea and word “locus ” which we avoided in 
the setting of the question was correctly introduced and applied. 



Junior Grade. — Boys.— Over- aqb. 

Report of William Beroin, m.a. 

A large number of caudidates answered well in the propositions. 

The attempts to solve the deduolblas were, with some exceptions, 
very nnsatisfaolory. 
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JuNiOK Grade.— Gibes. 

Report of Rev. Thomas Power. 

I am pleased with the girls' answering in Junior Grade Euclid. 265 
girls have passed out of 370 who were examined, and almost half of 
those who passed have gained lionour marks. In geuer.al, the work was 
done clearly and neatly, and with an intelligent gnisp of its meanin'r. 

In the over-age section of the Junior Grade 19 girls were examined 
in Euclid ; 12 of these liave passed tlie exainiuatiou. 



Prepar.atobt Gkadk. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. M. Barrett, Wieliam BEKGiif, u.A., and 
Arthur E. Ltster, m.a. 

The answering, as far ns the propositions were concerned, in the 
Preparatory Grade Euclid examination was very satisfactory, evincing 
excellent teaching and very cai-eful preparation. The deductions were 
not so well done, most of the students seemed quite unable to attempt 
them. The diagrams were generally badly drawn, even when the work 
was very good. The use of the word gnomon seems to have perplexed 
many of the candidates. The candidates shoidd attend more carefully 
to giving authority for their inferences. 

In doing questions where rectangles are concerned it would conduce 
to a better understanding of the questions not to make the figures oblique 
angled. When a square, whose angles in cyclic order are A, B, C, D, 
is treated, it is better to avoid such an abbreviation as (AC)® when tho 
square AC is meant. 

Students should notice that it is in general iniuecessary to copy out 
the question from tho examination papore. A frequent misuse of the 
symbol = was noticeable in the answera of some students. 



Preparatory Grade. — Gires. 

Report of William Berqin, m.a. 

The answering was fairly satisfactory. Many of the candidates were 
well prepared in the propositions, but Y'ery few showed any capacity to 
solve the deducibles. 



ALGEBRA. 

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Jonif R. Leduody, m.a., d.sc. 

Boys op the Prescribed Aoe. 

The answering ou tlie whole was very satisfactory, and the per 
oentage of passes seemed to mo above the average. Several candidates 
obtained full marks, and instances in which over seventy-five per cent, 
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was scored wei-e frequent. In tlie case of .a number of the better 
candidates, there was evidence both of distinct mathematical ability on 
the part of the pupil, and careful training on the part of the teacher. 
The teaching, however, in a good many schools must be very defective, 
as many candidates who secured a mere pass, could obviously have done 
much better if they had possessed any familiarity with neat and concise 
algebraic methods. 



Boys — Over-age. 

A few of the candidates made excellent answering, one obtaining full 
marks. The answering, however, of the majority was very poor, and 
over fifty per cent, of those examined failed to pass. 



Middle Grade. — Girls, 

Report of Jons E. Leebody, m.a., d.sc. 

Girls of the Prescmbed Age. 

Several candidates made excellent answering, and two obtained full 
marks. The answering as a whole, however, was not equal to that of 
the boys of the same standing. Judging from the style of the work, 
I should say that while the subject is very well taught in a few schools, 
in the majority the teaching is not efficient. 



Girls — Over-age. 

The number of candidates was not large and the answering not good. 



Junior Grade. — Boys of the Prescribed Age. 

Report of Robert W. Griffin, 5i.a., ll.d., Henry C. M<Weeney, m.a., 
and Francis A. Tarleton, ll.d., so.d. 

From the answering in Algebra of the boys of the Junior Grade, it 
would appear that the power of carrying on algebraical calculations, 
even when of oousiderable complexity, is frequently acquired by those 
who do not understand the import of elementary processes, and who 
cannot apply Algebra in its simplest form to the solution of problems 
which might be presented in experience. 

The question given on the comparatively complicated and rarely used 
process for finding the highest common factor of two expressions was 
answered by many l>oys who were unable to translate a simple problem 
of experience into algebraical language, and who did not understand 
what is meant by solving an equation, which they showed by presenting 
as the solution an expression for the unknown in terms of itself. 

The power of carrying on in a mcoliiuiical manner a process of cal- 
culation is, in the case of Arithmetic, highly valuable, but in the case of 
Algebra it is almost, if not altogether, useless, unless accompanied by 
the higher power of intelligent application. It seems desirable, there- 
fore, that teachers should lay more stress on the acquisition of an 
intelligent knowledge of Algebrii, and an appreciation of the import of 
its processes. A conskleralile number of boy.s showed, however, that not 
only were they possessed of mechanical skill, but also that they fully 
imderstood the moaning and use of the processes of Algebra. 
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Junior Grade. — Boys. — Over- are. 

Report of J ohn R. Lbebodt, m.a., d.sc. 

A few candidates answered very well indeed. As is usually the case 
however, with over-age candidates, the answering ol the majoritv wa’ 
poor. The failures exceeded fifty per cent. ^ 



Junior Grade Girls. 

Report of George J. Allman, ll.d., d.sc. 

There were 660 candidates in the Junior Grade. Their answeiing 
was not satisfactory, on the whole, inasmuch as 284 — i.e., over 50 par 
cent, of the total — failed to obtain pass marks. 

The remaining 276 passed, and of these, the number who obtained 
honour marks — -i.e., from 300 to COO — was 105. Of these 105 can- 
didates, 25 obtained marks varying from 450 to 600, two of them 
answering all the questions on the paper. 

The answering of some of the candidates in this Grade was good, 
and even excellent. 



Prepara'iouy Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Patrick Kelly and A. W. Panton, m.a., bc.d. 

"We i-egard the answering of the boys of the Preparatory Gmde in 
Algebra as very satisfactory. A largo proportion of those examined 
obtained bonours, and the number of passes appears to bo exceptionally 
high. Both in the accuracy of their work and the general style of then: 
solutions, the candidates gave evidonoo of careful preparation and eflScient 
teaching. 

The questions in Multiplication and Division, ns well as those in 
Highest Ooramon Poctor and Lowest Common Multiple, were correctly 
answered by a large majority of the candidates. The skill shown by 
many boys in simplifying expressions, and thus abridging their work, 
by the aid of factors, is worthy of praise. 

We think it advisable to direct the attention of teachers to a very 
prevalent error, even of clever boys, in the reduction of fractions. A 
factor of the whole denominator is often struck out against the same 
factor occurring in a single term of the numerator. With this excep- 
tion there is no general error of sufficient magnitude to call for special 
observation. 



Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of George J. Allman, ll.d., d.so. 

The answering of the candidates in the Preparatory Grade, Gii'ls — 
404 in number— was decidedly better than that in tiro J unior Grade, the 
number who failed to obtain pass marks being 150— i.e., less than 38 
per cent, of the total as compared with over 50 per cent, in the 
Junior Grade. The remaining 254 candidates passed and, of these 
the number who obtained honour iimrk.s — i.e., from 300 to 600 — was 
135 ; of these 135 candidates 24 obtained marks varying from 450 to 
600. 
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The proportion of tlioao wlio obtainod honour marks to the total 
niimher of candidates examined is over 33 per cent., and -when com- 
pared with the number of candidates who obtained pass marks the pro- 
portion is 53 per cent. ^ 

I consider that the answering of girls in the Preparatory Grade was 
on the whole satisfactory, and that of some very good. 



ARITHMETIC. 

Middle Grade. — Bovs. 

Report of Rev. W illiam Hughes, d.d. 

I have examined the work in Arithmetic of 763 Middle Grade boys, 
186 of these being “ over age.” 

A few pupils did their task neatly, legibly and correctly, making use 
of good methods of solution, and giving the reason for their mode of 
working very lucidly ; others — not very many — solved most of the 
questions rightly, but not in a way marked either by neatness or perspi- 
cuity. I regret to say that there are some instances of no attempt 
whatever being made to solve any question, and it must be admitted 
that the answering in a large number of cases did not rise above 
mediocrity. I have to observe, as I did last year, witli reference to 
another Grade, that in many instances the proper number was not 
assigned to its question and in other cases it was a matter of difficulty 
to find out what was intended for the answer. On the other hand some 
of the pupils marked the result in blue or red, so that it caught the eye 
at once. 

On the whole, the answoriiig was not very satisfactory. 

I cannot say from what cause this may arise, but I should he sorry 
to think that it was the result of looking in a disparaging way on 
Arithmetic, which Aeschylus .says is the “ Mother of the Ai-te." 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of George R. O’Connor. 

The answering in this paper was, I regi'et to say, far from satisfac- 
tory. The answering of a few of those who passed with honours was of 
a Mgh character, but speaking generally there appears to exist very 
much need for improvement. Not only was there displayed an evident 
luck of knowledge of the principles involved, but the method of working 
out the questions was of a tedious and roundabout character which 
shows the necessity for a much more careful system of preparation. A 
prevailing characteri.stio, moreover, was tlie want of neatness and 
style, qualities the absence of which were particularly noticeable in 
questions the solutions of which were of a somewhat involved and 
complex character. Again in questions where an effort of the reasoning 
powers of the candidates was required, tlie results were not all that 
could bedesired, for while a mere application of the ordinary principles 
governing a particular solution was made use of, the really crucial part, 
in which intelligence of thinking was necessary, was in very many 
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instances clisi-cgarded. The genei-al i-esult leads me vevy Btroiii'ly to 
the conviction that the candidates are too much inclined to trust to the 
knowledge they have acqiimed in the earlier grades, and to consider as 
unnecessary any further serious effort of preparation. 



Junior Gkade. — Bovs. 

Report of S. FiTzP.iTMCK, Ven. C. IC. luwm, d.d., and 
Geokge R. O’CoNNon. 

The answering of the boys of the Junior Guide was much below 
what we expected, considering the very satisfactory Jirogrcaa in Arith- 
metic that has been going on for some years. As a rule the hoys who 
enter on their junior year have had a really good prejiaration in this 
subject, <md it only requires fair time and attention to be given to 
secure creditable marks at the end of the year. If teachers are disjwsed 
to trust largely to the knowledge that was sufficient for Preparatory 
Grade, then unsatisfactory results must follow. 

Of 3,Oi5 examined, the answering of 25 per cent, was very good, of 
33 per cent, very fair, and of 42 per cent, very bad. 

In Junior Grade as in the other grades there is always a great weak- 
ness shown when dealing with questions of theory. The teachintr of 
circulating decimals is still very defective, the children are not trained 
to catch, almost by the eye alone, the simple fractional value of pure 
and mixed circulators. V ery many had no conception of the difference 
between Knea?- and square measure. In question No. 14, “Find the 
area of one surface of a solid cube which contains 1 foot 30-416743 
inches, cubic measure,” more than 30 per cent, of those who at- 
tempted it were satisfied when they had extracted the cube root, 
confounding the length of the side of the cnbo with the ai-ea of one 
surface. Very many failures were duo to those defects, but the 
great majority arose fi-om careless, inaccurate work, and from waste of 
time in attempting questions that were beyond them. Most of the 
hoys attempted oon-ectly six or seven questions; now if they had spent 
time in making the work correct, we should have had 10 or 15 per 
cent, more of passes than we had. 



Junior Grade Ginia. 

Report of Ven. 0. K. iRWiN, D.D. 

Girls of the Prescribed Age. 

I regret to he obliged to report very unfavourably of the answering 
in this grade. 

The style of the work was exceedingly slovenly, shewing great care- 
lessness on the part of the teachers. Even though a candidate may la 
unable to woi-k out a question correctly, she may surely be taught to 
make her work tidy aud neat. Of course there were some bright ex- 
ceptions, some of the papers it was a real pleasure to examine, not only 
as regards the neatness of the work, hut also as regards the intelligent 
gi-asp of the question and the accuracy of the details. 

I observe that as a general rule questions involving thought were 
cither hopelessly bungled or avoided altogether while such as were of 
a mere mechanical character, e.y., extraction of roots, -were more or less 
fairlv worked. 
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There was au e.vtraonWiiai-y coiiseusus of error as to the meaning 
of the word “area” in tlio question which demands the area of one 
surface of a cube. In calculating the exact day on which a sum of 
money lent on a spccilied day would amount to a 'given sum, a remark- 
ahle ignorance was shown as to the number of days in each month. 



Girls — O vr-E-AOE. 

As regaids the answering of ovor-ago girls, the foregoing remarks 
apply to them likewise, although not to the same extent. 

Their answering was on the whole i-ather better than that of the 
others, although none of them succeeded in obtaining 250 marks. 



Prbpabatort Grade. — Boys. 

Report of S. EitzPatrick and Rev. Wji. Hughes, d.d. 

The answering in this grade was very satisfactory, and showed that 
up to this stage a very fair amount of time must hare been given 
to this important subject, and that the teaching on the whole was good. 

We examined ^362 papera, and of these 45 per cent, obtained 
honours, while only 14 per cent, failed. This very creditable 
result would havo been much hotter still were it not for the very fre- 
quent inaccuracy of work, which brought many down below honour 
marks. In Arithmetic accuracy must he insisted on. 

The children of thi.s grade a>'e so young and iuex))crienced in exam- 
inations that teachora rnu.st see tlio necessity of giving them frequent 
instruction on form and method in answering. They should be told not 
to crowd four or hvo sums on one page, or have the answers hidden 
in the midst of the work. Wiieu a question consists of two or more 
parts requiring differont answers, all should be grouped together, and 
not scattered through the Answer Book.'^ The number which they 
attach to their wbrk sho\ild bo the number given in the printed paper 
of questions, regai-dlc.ss of the order in which they are taken; if they 
take No. 6 to begin with, let (5) be attached and not (1) as so many of 
them do. By attention to these few points, e.\ammei-s will be spared 
much trouble, and tho ciiildren. will certainly gain, something. 



Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Edward T. O’Erier. 

I havo examined all the answer’s in the above, and as a large per- 
oeutage (73 per cent.) waa successful, tire examination may be considered 
to have exhibited a satisfactory state of preparedness. Much of the 
work was 'very good indeed considering the age of the students, but I 
should have liked moi'e neatness in the work in a good many instances, 
and there were the usual failures in questions requiring more thought 
than knowledge of rules. Indeed most of the students shirked such, 
and it would be well if teacbers impressed on young students in arith- 
metic the necessity of thinking out propositions.

BOOK-KEEPING. 

Middle Grade. — Boys and Girls. 
liopoi-t of EmvAitD T. O’Biiibn. 

The mimlier -who coinpetod in this grado was siiiall and, although a'i 
many passed as might liavo been B.\pectoil, I regret to say the work 
generally did not exhibit sidlieient acquaintance with the subject in its 
higher phaaeg. Most of tho .stiuhmts had a fair idea of ihe usual rules 
of debits and credits, and 1 wa-s often able to give good marks in con- 
sequetioo, but those who knew how to treat partnorsliip accounts or who 
could journalize correctly and bring out true results formed a very small 
portion indeed of tlio candidates. In fact the journal was not at all 
used to the extent intended — the closing entries, in qiarticular, being 
seldom passed tbrongh it. With some very creditable exceptions, there 
■'were very few of those who competed who could have been relied on in 
actual business to deal with to the finish such transactions a.s in the 
sufSoiently easy paper before. them. A stricter course of study will be 
necessary for future students in this grade if they desire to master the 
subject thoroughly. 



Junior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Edward T. O'Brien. 

The answering in the above, both by hoys and girls, attained a fairly 
rpspeotable standai'd. The number of actual know-nothings was 
smaller than usual, and a good percentage of students passed—- many 
reaching honour marks, a fow oven gaining the highest. 



NATURAL PHILOSOPHY, 

Senior Grade, — Boys and Girls. 

Report of John Burke, b. a. 

Unlike that in the Junior Grado, the answering in tho Senior may, 
on the whole, be regarded as satisfactory. In many cases, however, it 
must be said that evidence of mere reading was quite manifest, and 
often the effects of cramming quite clear. The question on the mono- 
chord was answered correctly only by two, most of the candidates 
having contented thomselves with writing do-wu the formula they had 
tried to commit to memory and which in n'ost cases was entirely -wrong. 
A very common error was to suppose that the pitch of a note emitted by 
a sti etched wire -was inversely proportional to the square root of tho 
tension, which indicated either want of thought on their part or want 
of familiarity with a simple experiment whiuli might have impressed 
upon tliem the laws of transverse vibration of strings. 

Dispm'sion was often said to be equivalent to aeattering of light, aud 
great -weakness was shown in the answers to tlie x>art of the question 
■w'lioh related to a direct vision spectroscope. The one on duplex telci 
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graphy waa attempted only by a few. It cannot be too earnestly urged 
that, whilst bearing in mind the utmost importance of a thorough training 
in the methods of experiment from which the fundamental laws are 
derived, as an essential condition for the obtaining of a firm grasp of the 
principles of physical science, the applications of the subject to every-day 
life should bo kept clearly in view. An important element in education 
is to get the student to take a lively interest in his work, and unless he 
can he uiudc to roalizo it.s iiniuudiatp value, and its bearing upon things 
that may directly concern him he will seldom give his serious attention 
to it. It is eminently desirable that the student should be encouraged 
to observe and propose que.stion.s to himself and to his teacher, and 
exercise his ingenuity with liis elementary knowledge of science in 
general to the solution of such simple physical problems as may preseat 
themselves to his mind. One or two such questions if answered fully 
and discu3.sed evei'y week, will in a short time give him a certain in- 
tellectual grasp of his subject and power, both after as well as at the 
examination, far oxoooding anything to be derived from mere book-work. 
The examination ought really to bo a matter of secondary consideration 
when the subject is being learnt in' an intelligent fashion, and teachers' 
ns well as examiners should bo at one to regard anything like ‘ emmming ‘ 
before an examination, not merely as injurious to the interests of educa- 
tion but as grievous an oft'enoe and unjust to those who adopt the right 
ooiu'se as ‘ cribbing ’ at the examination itself. 



Mijjdi.e Gbade. — Boys anii Gikls. 

Eeport of A, W. Scott, m.a. 

I have examined tho answer books of 151 boys in Natural Philosophy, 
Middle Grade. The work dono was good ; the portion of the paper 
on Acoustics was very vvell done, in many instances. Some ot the 
candidates apiieai’ed not only to have seen but to have performed 
the exporimonts tlioy wore describing, their results were given in 
language clear and to the point. The portion of the paper on Heat was 
satisfactory, but the first and last questions which required some know- 
ledge ofmecluuiies were not often atteni])tod, and the numerical results 
obtained seldom correct. On the whole these young students have 
obtained a knowledge of scioutilic principles which will be of use to 
them and wlilcli indicates oaroful training on the part of their teachers. 
I also examined the papers of T girls in this grade, but the results are 
too few to enable me to form any opinion about the teaching of Natural 
Philosophy in girls’ schools. 



Junior Grade.- -B ors and Girls 
R eport of John BuniCE, b.a., and A. W. Scott, m.a. 

The result cannot be considered quite satisfactory as will apjiear from 
the number of failures (over 60 per cent). The four questions in 
Hydrostatics were fairly well done ; the description of a barometer and 
the experiment to prove Boyle’s law were often very well answered ; but 
this was not the case in the portion of the paper on Mechanics. Many 
of the candidates appeared to have learnt or “ got up ” certain questions. 
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ami when others of a somewhat similar character appeiiroj, they, with- 
out rearling or oorisidei'iii" tlie (jiicstion pruiiosoil to them, sent up i\u 
answer which they luitl proviously eoinmitted to nieraory. Thus in the 
first question, to desci-ibe experiments to illustrate two simple theorems 
in (ilanientary statics, the first of wliidi was obvious, many contented 
themselves with merely stating the tlieoreras, and giving no oxperi- 
nientiil proof. Again in a question on tlie uiclinocl piano to bo solved 
by the principle of work, those who had learnt off by heart the relation 
between the power and the weight a])paroutly did not read or consider 
the question, which wms to te.st tho student’s knowledge of the principle 
of work, but sent up an answer deduced from the usual statical proof. 
Newton’s second law of motion was correctly stated but an application 
of it in Attwood’s Machine, although this matrnruent is specially 
mentioned in the course, was seldom attempted. We think that the 
teacliing of elementary Mechanics is too much a matter of getting up 
work from books and that the introduction of a few simple experi- 
ments, which need not require expensive apparatus, would give more 
clearness and precision to the subject. 



CHEMISTEY. 

JuKiOB, Middle, and Senioe Grades. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Rioiiard J. Moss, r.c.s., f.i.c, 

I pointed out la-st year that the ausworing in Chomistry exhibited 
one marked characteristic : questions which simply test memory were 
as a rule correctly answered wliorea.s questions involving reasoning, 
based upon even the most elementary chemical knowledge, were rarely 
answered correctly. ITio same feature is conspicnons in this par's 
answering. When a question affords the opportunity candidates 
generally answer it in the very words of tho text book but if the 
question, requires an application of the fact so readily expressed the 
answer often conveys a most imperfect conception of the meaning of the 
words committed to memory. 

Very few were able to state why it is that a given volume of a gas 
is supposed to contain the same number of inol 0 cule.s as the same 
volume of another gas under similar conditions of temperature and pres- 
sure. In many cases Avogadro was referred to as an authority on the 
subject, and a statement of the law associated with his name was given 
as an answer to the question, instead of describing the observations and 
experiments from which the hnv lias been deduced. The apparently 
simple question — “How many volume, s of nitrogen, and how many 
volumes of oxygen are contained in tliree volumes of nitrogen mon- 
oxide 1 " — was answered correctly by only eleven per cent, of those who 
attempted it. In most cases the volume corresponding to the atomic 
weight of an element was confounded with that corresponcling to its 
molecular weight. A similar error was common in the answers to 
other questions dealing with the relationship of gaseous volume and 
molecular weight. In answering the question — “ If a litre of hydrogen 
weighs 0-0S9 gramme at a temperature of 0® C. and a pressure of 760 
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millimetres of mercury, what is tlio weight of a litre of ozone at 0“ 0. and 
190 millimetres pressure 1" — Many candidates plunged at once into 
tedious oaloiiktions which a little thought would hare shown to be 
luiEocessary. The only calculation required was the multiplication of 
the fraction 0-089 by 6. 

Questions on practical or applied Chemistry were rarely attempted, 
and when attempted the answej-s showed, as a rule, complete ignorance 
of experimental work. Rrom the answers to the question — “ Describe 
the appearance of iodine at ordinary temperatures, and state how it 
behaves when heated ” — it is evident that very few had ever seen this 
important element, and fewer still had had the opportunity for 
observing the effect of heating it. 

On the whole the results are disappointing. In a few isolated cases 
the answering was remarkahly good and showed a real acquaintance 
with the subject, but in the majority of cases it is evident that the 
candidates knew nothing of Chemical Science, they have wasted their 
time committing portions of chemical books to memory.

Report of Thomas M. Lindsay. 

Boys. 

The average merit of these papers shows a marked improvement, 
though the beat of the di-awings are not quite up to the high standard 
of last year. 

There are fewer errors in perspective, and the shading is distinctly 
better. The lighter tone.s, however, ai-e generally wanting in delicacy, 
the shades and shadows are too strong, and the reflexes are too 
noticeable. 



Gikls. 

The general character of the work done is inferior this year to that 
of the boys. 

Though the drawing is on the whole good, the shading in many 
instances is far too heavy, especially in those oases where stumping 
powder has been employed. Thus the top of the book is shown as dark 
as the side, which is in shade; and the white cup and saucer are 
represented as intensely black. 

Several of the candidates, though expressly warned in the directions 
to omit tha table top on which the gi-oup was placed, have drawn it, 
thus making the group, itself absm-clly small. 

In some of the drawings the shading is produced by a system of 
regular lines, similar to those of a line engraving. The chief objections 
to this form of expression are that it is a slow process and that the 
pupils are apt to think more of the mechanical perfection of these lines 
than of the tones which they are employed to suggest. 

Teachers would do well to point out the necessity of obtaining the 
proper relative value of the different tones.

This is an admirable set of drawing,?, a liigli proportion being remark- 
ably good. Thongli the example to be copied was of considerable 
difficulty tbe setting out of the scheme, the rilling in of the numerous 
details, as well as llie care and preebsion shown in tbe lining-in, point 
to excellent training on the part of the tnacher.s. 



Middle Gradi3. — Girls. 

Report of Gkorhe M. Atkinson. 

I have pleasure in reporting that tlio exercise.? uuhmitted to me for 
examination in the Middle Gvudo (girls), were in tbo majority of cases 
well executed and showed a good knowliilgo of method. The coa- 
struetion lines were accurately placed, the li.xiiiuijk! being set to test 
the art education received a.s well as the o.xecntivo abilities of the 
students. A largo proportion got through the coiiveutional form 
portion and a fair miiuher linisimil the details of the oxercise. The 
average lining in was good.

Report of P. J. Pkendkroast, a JI. 1 .C.E. 

1 regret to have to report that the answering of the Middle Grade 
boys in Practical Geometry was not satisfactory. Several of the 
candidates made no attempt whatever to answer the questions in 
descriptive geometry or tlie projection.s of solids. It would ajipear to 
me that candidates do not study tliese subjects, depending nioj-e on their 
freehand drawing for their marks, or that the teaclicrs in a good many 
sohools do not teach them. 



Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Thomas M. Lindsay. 

The general answering of questions is far from good, tliat of the 
“ over-age " candidates is very unsatisfactory. 

Some candidates appear not to have understood, the difference between 
n prism and a pyramid, and, in many cases, there is no question number 
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The working of t!io problems is too often slovenly and inaccurate, and 
there is an evident want of riuliinentary training. 

A large majority of tiie oaiidicliites liavo avoided altogether the more 
difficult problGiii.s, while few liavo made a serious attempt at dealing 
with the descrifitivo as well as tlie .solid geometry. 

In several instances where tlie prism in No. 5 question has been 
attempted tire setting out ol tlie Isometric angle.s has no reference to 
any horizontal lino.

Junior Graue. — Bovs. 

Report of Thomas M. Lihdsay. 

The results of this e.xamination are in every way satisfactory, alike 
credito-ble to the teaching and to the ability of the pupils. 

The copy, which was specially designed to prevent any mechanical 
mean.5 being msed and was a difficult test, seems to have been fully 
understood by the candidates. 

Several of the drawings are beautiful examples of correctness and 
artistic feeling. 

Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Thomas Scully, b.b. 

Subject generally well ti-eated ; a great number of very good studies 
were sent in, in fact it was by no means easy to say which was better 
than another aiuoiigat the best oxamples. The all-round proficiency 
displayed in tho execution of this study was sound and creditable. 



PaACTicAL Geometry'. 

Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of P. J. PrENDERUAST, A.M.I.C.E. 

It is with great pleasure I have to report that the answering of the 
Junior Grade boys in Practical Geometry was exceedingly satisfactory, 
several of the candidates having obtained full m.arks. 

If the note on the examination pap.er “ No credit will be given for 
solutions wliich appear to be the result of experiment, or in which the 
construction linos are not clearly and neatly shown,” were more strictly 
adliered to the percentage of the answering would be still higher. 

Junior Grade.— Girls. 

Eeport of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

The answering in this paper was, for the. plane geometry, very good 
all round ; generally the knowledge was thorough, but the answering 
in solid geometry was very bad, comparatively few knowing anything 
about it. 

Some of the students seem to think it necessary to give written, 
descriptions of the pi'ocess of working out the various probieius, this is 
quite unnecessary and only means a great loss of time.

PnEPARATORY Grade. — B ovs. 

Ropoi-t of Geohoe M. A-tkikson. 

lu most oases the exercises showed knowledge, proportion was the 
weak part, attention to the form of tlie top of the example was oecasion- 
ally wanting, there was also evidence of correction. Sometimes the 
upright part of the exercise was drawn in an inclined position, a fault 
that ought 10 have been easily seen and corrected by the students 
themselves. However, on the whole, the work may be considered 
satisfactory. 



Prepahatoby Grade. — Girls, 

Report of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

Little is to be said about this section beyond that the students’ work 
shows a well-sustained mediocrity throughout, the very bad studies were 
few, and there were none worthy of full marks. 



MUSIC. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — Girls only. 

Report of J. Christopher Marks, mus.d. 

In the Senior Giade, the answ'ering on the whole was excellent, a 
great number of the eandidates obtaining verj' high marks for most of 
the questions ; however, in question 10, Add to the following ‘ Canto 
Fermo' soprano, alto, and ba-ss parts, in counterpoint of the first 
species,” the answering was rather poor j and in question 4-, “Figure 
the bass, give the roots, and write the resolution of the following 
chords," the roots and resolutions were not satisfactory, and, as a rule, 
the candidates neglected to put in the necessary accidentals. Whether 
this was an ovei'siglit or not I am not prepared to say, but it would be 
better in future if the candidates would he more careful to place the 
necessary sharps, flats, ornatuiTils, before all notes requiring them. 

In the Middle Grade, the answering was also good, the harmony 
papers being very well done ; but in question 3, “ Figure and resolve 
the following chords,” and question 4, “ Add parts for treble, alto, and 
tenor above the following notes. In each case give the root of the 
chord, and write the resolution,” the same fault was evident, viz., roots 
and resolutions not good, and the necessary accidentals omitted in most 
cases. 

In the Junior Grade the Harmony questions were well done, except 
question 9, “ Add parts for sopranos, alto and tenor in shori score, 
above each of the following notes. In every case stale the root of the 
chord and give its resolution.” Here again the roots and resolutions 
were not satisfactory, and the necessary accidentals were omitted in 
most cases, as in the other grades. 
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Question 3, “ Alter tlio viiliio of the notes in the following passage, 
and re-write it aa five bara in -Jf time ”■ — although dealing with simple 
notation, and whioli was, perhaps, tho easiest question in the paper, was 
only attemi)tod l>y about 20 per cent, of the candidates, most of them 
rushing at tho more dilliciilt questions, and leaving the simpler ones 
unanswered. 

Having had tho honour of examining some years ago, notwithstand- 
ing these few faults, it has boon a great pleasure to me to notice a 
marked improvoinont throughout in tho general answering of all the 
candidates. 



SHORTHAND. 

J DNiOR, Middle, and Sbnioe Grades. — B ovs and Girls. 

Report of M. F. Boyle and George Wm. Bdubdry. 

A certain improvement all round was noticeable in the answering of 
candidates this year, especially as regards the transcription of Shorthand 
into Longhand (2nd Paper). It would appear as if the candidates had 
a better appreciation both of the nature of the programme and of the 
manner in which the papers should be dealt with when under examina- 
tion. 

We desire, however, to call n.Uention to some points in which weak- 
ness was specially shown, as follows : — 

A. Paper (Longhand into Shorthand). — The Junior Grade candidates 
(to repeat the observation we made last year) in several cases appeared to 
he ignorant of the phonetic, principle— the basis of Pitman's Shorthand — 
or to have overlooked its application through carelessness. Alistakes 
such as the following were frequent: — Using the phonographic con- 
sonant “gay” for “jay," and (iice iwsa.- expressing the “b” in such 
words as “ climbiug,” “ subtle,” the. The most noticeable instances of 
neglect of tho Text-book rule.s were in connection with the use of the 
right and left baud curved letters with hooked “r;” the upward and 
downward “1” and “r;” the various ways of expressing the aspirate 
“h;” circle and stroke “s.” 

The Middle Grade candidates did not seem to be very familiar with 
the Grammalogues and contracted ivorda as given in the “ Manual. 

The Seniors did their work in connection with this part of the pro- 
gramme in a satisfactory manner, both theoretically and practically. 

A Paper (Shorthand to be transcribed). — As we have mentioned 
above, the working of this pu])er was accurately and neatly done on the 
whole. It ajipeared evident that many of tlie candidates had taken the 
precaution to devote attention to the reading of Shorthand matter. 
I'his is a moat improving practice, and should continue to receive the 
tare it deserves. 

In the higher grades, Middle and Senior, but especially the latter, 
this paper was not nearly so well worked, relatively, as by the junioia. 
SufRcient attention in many cases was not paid to the context. 

I^e think it well to make some reference to the “ Improvements in 
Ibe system which are at present so much discussed, and which may 
ultimately, in whole or in part, be incorporated into the Text-books. 

noticed a sniall percentage of the candidates had favoured the 
“Now Style”; for the purpose of our marking w'e considered their 
Work in this respect as correct, as the question is still under consideiii- 
but where the proposed alterations were not adopted, the candi- 
date’s Work was not on that account regarded aa defective. 
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BOTANY. 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades.—Girls only. 

Beport of Henry H. Dixon, b.a. 

Tte answering in Botany shows, on the whole, much careful study 
on the ])art of the students. In the Senior C4rade the percentage of 
good papera is, as was to, he expected, higher than in the other gradesj 
and in the Middle it is higher than in the Junior. Yet in these two 
higher gi'udes there is much room for iinpiDveroent. The answers seem 
to indicate that although the students have a good knowledge of the 
wording of some text-book of Botany their acquaintance with the sub- 
ject is, in most cases, superficial. They appear to be without practical 
experience of the objects aud processes of which they have mastered the 
descriptions with considerable accuracy. This is particularly evident in 
the answers to descriptions involving a knowledge of structure and phy- 
siology. A thorough knowledge of tliesc branches of Botany is imiws- 
sible without practical instruction, which appears in few cases to have 
been given. In the Junior Grade great attention seems to have been 
given in order that the students should be quite familiar with the 
technical terms which are convenient in the description of plants. In 
many cases this familiarity with the terms is not accompanied witlisuffi- 
cient observation so that the terras are used as a, cloak, often only too 
transparent, for great ignoiunce of the objects described. It would be 
more desirable as well as more interesting, if less trouble was taken to 
instruct them in these difficult terms, and more attention was given to 
cultivation of their powers of observation and description which appear 
necessarily hampered by the too great use of technical terms. 
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
